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The HISTORY of cerown Times. 


T would be as impof- 
P fible for a man to form 
a judgment of the plan 
and fituation of a mag- 
nificent palace, by be- 
ing introduced into 
one or two of its moft 
<A ordinary apartments, 
and hood-winked as to every thing elfe 
about it, as it is for him to forma true 
idea of the prefent fyftem of Europe, by 
dipping into the hiftory of its occurrences 
in periodical pamphlets and prey which 
are confined to the views of a party, or 
perhaps the lye of the day. The following 
is a faint, but fair, attempt to enlarge the 
reader's view, by leading him to a more 
elevated fituation, and more extenfive prol- 
pects. ; 

Regularity requires us to obferve a kind 
of a geographical order in the countries 
we are to furvey, and therefore I chufe to 
begin with Rufia. 

The very mention of that Empire natu- 
rally calls our attention to the founder of 
its civil polity, Peter the Firft. This great 
man refcued millions from barbarity, and 
raifed whole nations to the dignity of rea- 
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fon, after tyranny, and its faithful atten- 


dant, ignorance, had left them only in- 
ftin&t for their rule of life, and their hu- 
man form the fole evidence of their human 


nature. Through him, a polifh’d empire 
Vou. I. | 


arofe from the chaos of government, and the 
perfevering hand of induitry gave a new 
face tonature. He threw the interct of 
all Europe, and almoft Afia too, into a new 
fyftem ; his mighty genius informed the 
whole, and he had the art of rendering e- 
ven his paffions and his fau}ts conducive, 
not only to the greatnefs, butto the happi- 
nefs, of hiscountry. He wa, in every 1e- 
fpect, the reverfe of his unhappy rival, 
Charles of Sweden, for his diftrefles im- 
proved his dignity ; he rofe more wife from 
mifcarriage, and more glorious from ca- 
lamity. 

But the genius of Feter ought to have 
been permanent in thatempire, to have ren 
dered the effects of his labour fo likewif, 
Notwithftanding all his perfections, he dy’d 
before he could remove fome fundamental 
errors in the fyftem he had _ eftablih'd, 
and which are now vilibly operating to its 
deftruétion. Peter -had not the finallett 
idea of liberty. Even the foreigners, to 
whom he owed his greatnels, were obliged 
to wear his chains, though he endeay- 
oured to make them fit eafy, and the pro- 
feffors of the liberal arts, he introduced, 
were ty’d down to a mott illiberal condi- 
tion. A foreigner, whatever his rank or 
proteflion might be, had indeed all Rufia 
for his prifon, but ftill it was a prifon, and 
a difagreeable one too, to minds more at 
large. 
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The natural jealouty of the Rufians to- 
wards foreigners had been ftifled by Peter ; 
but he could not extinguifh it; and, after 
his death, it breke out in many fatal in- 
ftances. Of late, the very reverfe o° his 
maxims feems to have been practifed, and 
unlefs another genius, like that of Peter, 
fhall break forth, the Rufians mui return 
to their former barbarity. ‘he prefent Em- 
prefs, it is true, has fhown great Difpoti- 
tions to tread in her Father's fteps, but fhe 
has met with invincible difficulties. A dil- 

muted fucceflion hangs over her head, not- 

withftanding all fhe has done to afcertain 
it; and the Senate, by which fhe governs, 
feems to have adopted their country’s jea- 
loufy of foreigners, and to have engratted 
iton the moft dangerous branches of Peter's 
{yftem of empire. 

It is well known to thofe who are con- 
verfant in the hittory of Europe, how fond 
that great man always was of an eftablith- 
ment in Gerviany, and how extremely at- 
tentive the powers cotemporary with him 
were to prevent it. It was with this view 
that he entered fo deeply into connections 
with Dexmark, Saxony, Poland, and many 
princes of the empire, and he had it fo 
much at heart, that when he faw his 
fchemes in danger of being defeated, he 
formed a plan with his moit deadly and 
defperate enemy to fet the Pretender upon 
the throne of Great-Pritain, and to have 
brought about a total revolution in the Ger- 
manic fyftem. ‘This plan was prematurely 
communicated to the Regent, whofe fitua- 
tion in regard to Spaiz, and the Princes of 
the French blood, would not fufler him to 
embrace it. He difcover’d it to the court 
ef England, and it was defeated. 

Notwithftanding this, it is certain the 
Rufians never had tott fight of it, nor have 
they ever let flip any opportunity of refum- 
ing it, tho’ they are too wile to avow It. 
‘The readinefs with which they entered into 
the execution of their engagements with 
Great-Britain, at the end of the laft war, 
end about the beginning of this, was fe- 
cretly owing to the principle I have men- 
tioned, and the truth is, nothing but ne- 
ceflity could have obliged Great-Eriiain to 
have apply’d for fo dittant and fo dangerous 
-arelief. It luckily happenicd we had no 
-occafion for their-afliftance ; the apprehen- 
fions of their arrival, the firit time, dorward- 
eda peace, and the wife jealouly the King 
-ot Prufka had of them, the fecond time, 
mode him chuft to take off the Weight of 
the Freach on the one Side, as the only 
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way of rendering that of the Ruffians unne- 
cefiary on the other. 

The meafure of engaging the Ruffians, 
however, anfwered the purpofes of Great- 
Britain, as it convinced his Prujfian Ma- 
jefty how dangerous it would be for him to 
draw the Sword againft our intereft in 
Germany, while we had fuch a power to 
fly to our affifttance. 

It fortunately happened, that the money 
of Great-Britain alone could put this 
power in a motion quick enough to ferve 
the common intereft of Europe. The Em. 
preis of Rufia, though internally powerful, 
is externally feeble ; her vait armics, when 
they leave their own country, muft eat up 
the territories of their friends or enemies ; 
for her revenues are by no means fufficient 
for their fupport. The dittres of the 
French tvade, the great fubfidies they were 
obliged to pay, and the immenfe arma- 
ments they made, had drained their ready 
money, and nothing but ready Money 
could be of fervice to the Rufians. The 
Queen of Hungary and the Imperial courg 
could far leis fpare it ; and thus, their 
march was retarded till the great blow 
which the King of Prufia meditated was 
ftruck. | 

We muft, however, do that juftice to 
her Czari/h Majefty as to obferve, that her 
motives for the part fhe has aéted feem to 
have ‘been very different from thofe of her 
miniftry. The danger of her fifter Em- 
prefs, the diftrefs of the Queen of Poland, 
as it was reprefented to her, touch’d her, 
and her minifters improved her fentiments 
to their own purpofes. ‘They never had 
made it any fecret even at the court of Bri. 
tain, that they were determined to take the 
firft opportunity of calling the King of 
Pruffia (as they term’d it) to account, and 
it is well known that nothing but their ex- 
ternal inability could have prevented them 
long ago from fallimg upon his dominions. 
‘Their conneétions with the courts of Vienna 
and Verfailles give them a handle. for this, 
that they never could have had from their 
engagements with Great-Dritain. By the 
Jatter they had not the leaft pretext for re- 
mang im Germany longer than the pur- 
pofcs for which they ferv’d were anfwwer'd, 
and the good faith of the EmprefS herfelf 
was 2 fufhicieut fafeguard again{t the views 
of her miaifters 5 not to mention that had 
they of themfelves attempted any conqnetts 
in Germany, they matt have fttood fingle 
and untupported without the poflibility of 
theu having any refources, 
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Of the Kingdom 

This was far from being the cafe in their 
lait irruption into Pruflia, in quality of 
auxiliaries to a Princefs, who, like another 
juno, becaule the failed of that Revenge 
which the King of Englaid was too wile 
and too egui -able to ‘gratity, has apply’d 
to the moft infernal ene my ot herown and 
her country’s intereits ; and-has depotited 
(perhaps pait redemption) into the hands 
of that enemy the very ftrength of the Low 
Countrics, that palladium Which was given 
to her family ia trutt for the libeities of 
Europe. 

The remarkable fondnefs which her 
Rufian Majeity and her Minitirs had al- 
ways difcovered for the perfon and inte- 
reits of his Britannic Majetty, the tudden 
falling off of that fondnefs, and the vifi- 
ble advantage they reap’d by their con- 
neclions with England, are more than 
prefumptive prools, that the real mo- 
tives of the Ruffian cout for falling 
upon his Prufiaz Majelty, have not yet 
been avow'd. If that attempt has bee: 
renderd unfuccefsful, it has been render’d 
fo by caules that will always exiit in that 
Empire, while there is a pretender to its 
fucceflion, while its Bail 3 are almoft ir- 
reconcilable with thofe of the Ottoman Em- 
pire, and while the is furrounded with 
numberlefs Barbarians, who are neither her 
fubjects nor her tributaries: yet both, accord- 
ing as they are prompted by fear, rapine, 
and revenge. Betides all thofe confiderations, 
the wifelt and fome of the mot powerful 
fubjects that the has are fenfible of the ad- 
vantages arifing from their friendfhip with 
Great- Britain, from which they have no- 
thing to fear, and every thing to hope, 
while fhe retains the fovereignty of the 
feas. 

The order we have propofed requires us 
now to vilit Sweden, a country more difh- 
cult to fpeak of than any other, becaule of 
the great variety of powers that enter into 
the compofition of its government, and the 
quick tranijtions her conttitution has made. 

The injured Family of Helflein Gottorp 
has given Sweden a King, and Rufia a 
Succeflor, becaufe the power of thofe prin- 
ces was too inconfiderable to intereft the 
jealoufy of any of their cote emporaries to 
oppofe them. ‘The form of the Swedi/h 
government is more plaufible than pratti- 

cable to a prince who thall think that pow- 
er fhould be annexed to royalty, and to a 
fenate t hat reflects how apt prerogative is 
to encroach upon property. This ferate 
isa kind of a dele gation from the repre- 
igntative body of the kingdom, and being 
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vefted with almoft the whole executive au-_ 


thority, feems to be intended as a check 
both upon the King and the people. ‘The 
former has no more than his fhare of a bare 
election out of a lift fram‘d and preiented 
by the fenate, and he can neither employ 
men nor purfue meafures but by their iug- 
geltion. On the other hand, the ienate is 
accouniabJe only to the ftates of the 
kingdom, or perhaps to a fecret commit- 
tee of them, compoled of their own friends, 
hong King has indeed a cabinet-council, 
buat that council is compofed of four fena- 
tors, part of the twelve, and his Majeity 
has no more than the cafting vote, when 
their voices are balane’d. 

From this thort view of their new. mo- 
dell'd conftitution, it is plain that the 
King of Sw eden, fo far from having a 
minitter, has it not in his power to have. 
a minion, of his own chuiing. But though 
their conititution is brought thereby nearer 
to its fit principles than it was at the 
death of Charles the Twelfth, yet it is too 
complicated to be permanent, and is at 
this very time in danger of turning either 
republican or defpotic. The powers vetted 
in the fenate feem to be an expedient calcu- 

ated to prevent the latter, by eafing the 
weight of the intermediate orders of the 
legiilature from the people, who, when’ 
opprefied by the nobles, have always (as 
in the cafe of Denmark) fought relief by 
fiding with the King, and by making 
him a furrender of their own liberties ; 
have enabled him to crufh the power of 
their oppreflors. 

The court of Saveden has always found 
in that of France a powerful fecond to 
its mott defpotic {chemes, and fo far back 
as the reign of our Charles the Second, 
the famous Puffendorf alarmed all Eu. 
rope witha treatife wrote exprefly to thew 
how dangerous the almoft perpetual alli- 
ances that have fubfifted between thofe two 
crowns are to public liberty. While the 
Landgrave of Heffe fat upon that throne, 
he had no views that could oblige him ei. 
ther to court or to cultivate any danger- 
ous conneftions with France, and yet 
even during that reign her intrigues were 
perpetually embroiling the S wedi/b na- 
tion, either with their King, or amongft 
themielves. In fact, however, it is indif- 
ferent to the French, whether they carry 
their point by the King, or by the fenate, 
and, by turns, they, of late, have attempted 
both, and feem to have had {ome fuccels 
by laying hold of the weak fide of the 
Szvedi/b nation, 
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This has always confiited in a violent 
paffion to recover the dominions that have 
been diftsembered from their crown. This 
pullion is flattered by the remembrance 
of the glorious, tho’ to themfe!lves ruimn- 
ous, exploits of their monarchs ; and 
which inipires them with fentiments that 
an enterprifing ambitious prince may one 
day improve to their deitruction. | The 
misfortune 38, that their ienate 1s equally 
inf ted as the people with this paffion, 
without confidering that if treates, gua- 
rantees, and public faith are no fecurity 
tor peilcflion, there mult be an end of ail 
peace amonyit men ; and that there ts not 
a power in Europe who has not at fome 
period or other as juft caufe of complaint, 
as the Swedes have, of t rritories alienated 
from them by either fraud or force. 

Tho’ at prefent their King ts even leis 
than a cypher mm their government, either 
a fortunate or an unfortunate campaign 
may emancipate him from the power of 
the fenate. The former would very pro- 
baily revive in the minds of the Swedes, 
that veneration for royalty which has al- 
ways accompany'’d their fucceffes in the 
field, and the latter might make the per- 
fon of the King of importance to fereen 
the authors of the war from that popular 
odium, that in Stveder, more than in any 
other European flate, always attends un- 
fortunate gencrals. ‘The truth is, military 
command feems to be fo undefirable cf 
Jate in Sweden, that the Szvedes have lott 
their military virtucs ; we have know: 
them poffeSs‘d, at once, witharage of fight- 
ing, and a difregard of difcipline ; the end 
is always in their eye, but they give little 
attention to the means. 

Tho’ Bremen and Verden were fair pur- 
chafes from the crown of Deamarr, by 
King George the Fiift, and ratify’d mott 
yolemply by the Scvedes themielves in the 
year 1720, and tho’ the recovery of their 
liberties was owing more to the Houfe of 
Flanover, than any other Power in £u- 
rope, yet the recovery of thofe territories 
feems to have been one of their great in- 
ducements, contrary to every principle of 
found policy, gratitude, and good faith, 
to fide with France in the prefent war. 
‘Tho’ never people had more reafon to 
curfe the memory of a tyrant than the 
Savedes have to curfe that of Charles the 
TuveGth, yet they are at this tine, diftrac- 
tedly fond not only of it, but of that fyf- 
tem of refentment which crove bim to his 
ruin, and had almoft terminated in theirs. 
He publicly, on all occations, after his re- 
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turn from Turkey, declared he never would 
forgive King George the Firft for purchal- 
ing Bremen and Verden; and his people 
have adopted the fame unforgiving fpirit. 
Their King neither can nor dare check 
the madnefs, and it has already broken 
out in Pomerania in a fet of ili-concerted 
and worle-iupported operations ; for they 
rely’d on the promifes of France for having 
Lremen and Verden reftored to them with- 
out bloodthed. 

While matters are thus fituated in Sze. 
den, we are to read every article of news 
from that country backward. When we 
hear of an anfwer given by the King to 
any reprefentation or application made to 
him, we are to underftand that an{wer to 
be the direct reverfe of his Majetty’s fenti- 
ments. When we hear of a meature con- 
certed or executed by the crown, we are 
to conceive that the fenate had the direction 
of that meafure in flat oppofition to the 
King. Nay, fo far have they carry’d 
the diftinétion between his Majetty’s pera- 
wal and political capacity, that, in that 
refpect, they outdo even the Parliament of 
Exgland, that oppeled Charles the Firft, 
and the faétion that cut off his head; 
for whenever a mealure is carry’d in the 
fenate againft him, the majority imme- 
diately clap a ftamp in Imitation of his 
lignature, which gives it authenticity with 
the public. 

Upon the whole, it would puzzle the 
moit penetiating politician alive to account 
for the humour (for I can call it no bet- 

ex) of the Savedes to have a King, unlefs 
which I believe to be the cafe, the form 
of monarchical government is infeparable 
with their conititution, a circumftance that 
fooner or later mufi terminate in defpotiim, 
when they fhall be fcourg’d with a King 
who has les faith and mere ambition than 
the prefent. | 

Had Count 7cfix's maxims been fol- 
low’d, the Sxvedes would never have thruft 
themfelves into this war, and yet have been 
of much more importance than they are 
likely to be at prefent. He was the only 
fubjeSt who had fulficient credit with all 
parties to ftop the misfortunes that now 
threaten his country. His known zeal for 
the liberties of S2vede2 would have tem- 
perd that natural partiality which the Queen 
is {uppofed to entertain for her brother the 
King of Prujia, and which is indeed one 
of the chief fources of that jealouly and 
diftru which the fenate entertains of the 
King. At the fime time, his credit with 
the fenate would have prevented the mre 
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of the King from being a title of difrefpce& 
and difhonour amonglt his fubjeéts. But 
that minilter was too wife to continue in 
the management of public atfaus longer 
than he thought was confiftent with his 
own fafety, and he left it, when his age 
cave him a colourable pretext for retire- 
inent. 

The calling of the Landgrave of Hefe- 
Cafel to the crown of Saveden was in one 
reipect an unhappy event for that people, 
whofe virtue was till then almoft the only 
riches they poflefied : But when the Chan- 
cery of Heffe-Caffel was carried to Stock- 
holm, they law more gold and filver iffued 
from that than all Szvedex could mutter up, 
and this gave them a tafte for luxuries 
which had till then been ftrangers in their 
country. This produc’d neceilities, and 
thofe neceffities drove needy hair-brain’d 
men into defperate meafures, under the 
prefumption that every attempt to oyer- 
throw the prefent conititution muft be a- 

reeable to the crown. Hence proceeded 
all the ridiculous ill-concerted plots and 
machinations for which fo many fuffered 
both in the laft and the prejent reign. 
His prefent Majefty is, in his private con- 
duét, efteemed a prince of great modera- 
tion and virtue, and his Queen is thought 
to be no ways inferior either in fpirit or 
policy to her brother. 

We have but little to fay as to Denmark, 
which is the next country that lies in the 
courfe of our obfervations. Every one knows 
that it was once a free ftate in the accep- 
tation of the word as underftood by their 
and our Gothic anceftors. But in fact 
their freedom was attended with the wortt 
of flavery, for the intermediate order be- 
tween the crown and the people, I mean 
the nobility, or, what we call Barons, 
prefs'd fo hard upon their inferiors, who 
were vefted likewife with great privileges 
in the conftitution, that the latter made a 
formal furrender of all their power and 
rights to the crown, which thereby be- 
came abfolute, and fo continues.

The Defcent, or PETERBOROUGH'S

VIRGIL. 
INCE the Publication of my fird 
tC) Vifion, I have obferved fo much Cu- 
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am, that I think myfelf in duty bound to 
gratify the Public (previous to the won- 
derful Vifion I am now to relate) with 
fome Particulars of my Life and Fortune. 

My Father was a Clergyman, ~whofe 
higheit Preferment in the Church was a 
Curacy of 30/. a year. Notwithftanding 
this, he gave me a liberal Education, and 
his turn of mind being as narrow as his 
circumitances, he wanted to initiate me into 
his own profeflion. I know not what the 
confequence might have been, had I not 
fallen defperately in love with the only 
daughter of a neighbouring gentleman, 
who had been formerly in the army, but 
had lately retir’d from it upon a corporal’s 
penfion in Chelfea hofpital. My paffion 
prov'd fo fuccefsful, that I perfuaded the 
young lady to marry me ; but no fooner 
did the old gentleman her father difcover 
itthan he threaten’d to difown her for 
marrying fo unfuitably to her rank and 
fortune ; but he was at laft appeas’d when 
he underftood that F had enlifted myfelf 
in a marching regiment, and thereby re- 
mov'd his Objection of my having no prof- 
pect of providing for his daughter. 

I ferv'd Part of King William's, and all 
Queen Ann's, wars, and in the 27th year 
of my fervice, and 52d of my Age, I had 
at laft the honour of being preferr’d to a 
HALBARD, I believe without vanity, no 
man ever bore his advancement with more 
temper than I did. My inferiors, officers 
as well as foldiers, thought themfelyes 
happy under my command, and, in all the 
expeditions I undertook, I fupported the 
honour of the Briti/b arms with {pirit and 
fuccefs, and yet with fuch modefty, that I 
believe my name is not to be met with in 
any Gazette or News-paper of the 
times. 

The peace of Utrecht drove us, who had 
carry'd on the war with fo much glory, 
into the utmoft confternation, but com- 
forting ourfelyes with the hopes of feeing 
better times, we took a general refolution 
to withdraw from all public bufinefs. 
The D. of Mariborough went abroad, the 
Earl of Cadogan retir'd into Berkfbire, the 
D. of Argyl to Scotland, my Lord Cobban: 
to Stowe, and I, to a chandler’s-fhop, being 
my wife’seftate, fituated in the moft beau- 
tiful part of Englanxd, furrounded with a 
polite neighbourhood, and within an eafy 
drive of the feats of fome of the beft qua- 
lity in Great Britaiz. 

Thefe are circumftances IT mention in 
juftice to hey merit, becaule, notwithitand- 
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ing the many examples fhe had to the con- 
trary, in perfons whofe age and circum- 
{tances could lefs bear it, fhe has never 
yet enter’d into any of the expenfive Diver- 
fions of the age, fuch as routs, balls, 
gaming, &c. farther than mere good man- 
ners and decency oblig’d her. This con- 
tinence in a woman, who is not yet 70 
years of age, isthe more remarkable, as 
it is well known that in the former part of 
her life fhe was us’d to gay company, and 
has feen moft of the polite parts of 
Exrope. 

- As my ambition never was for money, 
I fav'd very little more than my equipages 
in the fervice of the crown; and I now 
tontinue to live upon her eftate with as 
much fatisfaction as any man who has 
been us’d to command, can feel in a life 
of retirement. 

The !ate vilit of my old friend the F. 
of Peterborough, left fuch an imprefiion 
upon my tpirits, that I no fooner heard a 
board of enquizy was order'd into the 
conduct of his New, than I drefs'd 
myfelf in my regimentals, and drove to- 


wards the Court end of the town, where: 


found it engrofs’d fo much converfation, 
that I refolved to attend the board, not 
doubting that a caufe which had rats’ 
fo much expectation in the public, would 
e attended not only by cur greateft Statei- 
men and Miniiters, but by our molt ex- 
perienced Generals, and Ofhcers of my 
own ftanding, fo that I fhould be kept in 
countenance without my having any rea- 
fon to bluth at the company I appear'd 
in. 

My greateft difficulty was in ruminating 
how we could contrive to have a room 
farre eough to contain us all, but having 
no reafon to doubt the forefight of thofe in 
ower, I refolved to take my chance with 
the re(t. I fhall not take up my reader's 
time in recounting how miferably I was 
difappointed in all thefe particulars, and 
how little reafon I had to be fatisfied with 
the iffue of the enquiry. It 1s fufficient 
to inform him, that when it was over, as 
I was ftepping acrofs Privy-Garden, I 
met an old acquaintance with whomI had 
ferv'd in Flanders, who told me that an 
undoubted account was juit come of a 
compleat victory obtain’d by the KK. of Prufia 
over the combined armies of France and 
Auftria. 

Elevated with this good news, I carried 
my friend home witn me, where I knew I 
could entertain him more conveniently 
than Jcouldinatavern, andthro’ excel 
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of joy having indulg'd my‘lf, pechaps, be. 
yond my ufual fobriety, when I went to 
bed, I fell into a more profound fleep than 
ordinary, and had the following—Vifion, 

I thought my noble Lord and General 
appear’d to me much in the fame place, 
manner, and attitude as hefore, but with 
lets fire in his cye, and more care upon 
his brow. The preliminary ceremonial 
bemg over, I am, faid he, my Veteran, 
return’d to your woild upon a very dif- 
agreeable errand. By the powers of inviii- 
bility with which I was endow’'d, I intro- 
duc’d mytfelf when I was laft on earth, into 
allthe companies and converfations, even 
the moft retu’d, where I could forny a true 
report of the commiffion I was to execute, 
and upon my return to the Regions below, 
I was accotted, as foon as I landed on the 
farther banks of the Styx, by the Mar- 
fhals Saxe and Lewendabl, who thew'd 
me a warrant fign’d by Minos, for my being 
carry d before him, without being tuffer’d 
to hold Converfation with any Inhabitant 
of the other world. They executed their 
orders with great civility, yet ftriQnef, 
and I foon underltood that they ferv'd 
under his lordfhipin the capacity of a kind 
of bum-bailiffs, or what we call King’s 
meflengers, to which pofts they had been 
railed by their being void of all attach- 
ments, and therefore partiality, to any 
country, as being fons of chance and fol- 
diers of fortune.

‘is, thro’ all mankind, effentially the fame, 
€ yet its character varies thro’ every clime. 
‘That of the Greeks was amiable, but 
dafhed with jealoufy ; that of the Romams 
elevated, but bordermg upon cruelty : I 
mention thofe two people, becaufe thetr 

onftitutions kept this divine quality 
longeft alive ; but every fiate and nation, 
nations whofe names never reach’d thy 
ears, have had their periods of it; may 
fome have fhone with a more in‘ente, tho’ 
more unequal, glow, than that of either 
Greece or Rome. On account of this va- 
riety of chara&ers, the eternal directors 
of the univerfe indulg’d the feveral na- 
tions that pofleft public virtue, in a quar- 
ter fet apart for their own countrymen, 
‘ where they employ themfelves with more 
‘ fatisfaction than they can do when they 
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‘virtues entitle them to a refidence in the 
‘happy manfions, But as foon as public 
‘ virtue is extinguifhed in a nation (for a 
‘ few private examples are not fufheient to 
‘keep it alive) the quarter of that nation 
sis fhut up. Thole of Greece, Rome, 
‘ Carthage, and other antient States, have 
‘been fhut up for thofe thoufand years ; 
¢ moft of the German nations enjoy’d the 
‘ privilege long, but at laft loft it. ‘The 
‘ Goths and thofe Northern nations whom 
‘your pride and ingratitude term barba- 
¢rous, pofleft it for ages when confin’d to 
¢their own climates, but after their tranf- 
‘migrations, it became too fierce to laft, 
¢tho’ it fhone with milder influence for a 
‘confiderable time, in the original con- 
‘ ftitutions of the French and Spanif/h mo- 
‘narchies. The quarter of the former 
‘ was not fhut up till the reign of Lewzs 
‘the XI. and that of the latter ftood open 
‘till the difcovery of America under Fer- 
‘dinand, put an end to their liberty. 

‘The period in which the Dutch en- 
‘joy'd this ineftimable privilege, was 
‘fhort, but crowded with a vaft refort of 
* patriots, and fome heroes, nor has it 
‘been fhut up above two years ; and the 
‘ late accounts we have received from Ex- 
“ gland, {eem to indicate the juftice and ne- 
‘ ceffity of excluding her prefent race from 
‘the glorious company of their anceftors. 
‘Town to thee it will be with Regret if 
§ I fhall be obliged to execute this righteous 
‘intention of my fuperiors, becaufe the 
‘quarter which they have ordered to be 
‘ open’d for the Pruffians, is not yet ready, 
‘ (and the duration of their privilege feems 
‘in the books of fate to be very uncertain) 
‘and becaufe the Engli/b are the only peo- 
‘ ple that remain poffefs'd of that national 
‘ glory as well as happipefs. Yefterday I 
‘applied for a fufpenfion of this rigorous 
‘decree, and obtain’d an order from the 
‘deftiny’s office, who are the clerks of 
‘my mafter’s chancery, for the refpite of a 
‘few days, till I have an opportunity of 
‘enquiring into the truth of the feveral 
‘reports and informations our court has 
‘ received about the condué& of the Exgli/, 
‘and the general character of the nation, 
‘which have given rife to this fevere refo- 
‘lution: Iam fenfible what an influence 
‘national prejudices have upon thofe af- 
‘ fe€tions which the ghofts of mortals ftill 
‘retain for mortality, and therefore was 
* willing to examine thee about the fuccefs 
‘of thy commiffion, before thou waft 
* prepoffeffed by any thing thou could tt 
* hear in thy own quarter.’ 


Sur 

This long harangue ftartled me extreme- 
ly, but, pulling up my courage, I told his 
Lordthip, that I did not know whether he 
had any right to examine a free Ghoft in 
that manner, and that it was well for 
him that 1 was in no condition to bring a 
habeas corpus. He could not forbear fmiling 
at this pun, and told me that the precaution 
he had taken in depriving me of my li- 
berty, was for my own good, as I would 
find when I arrived at the Exgli/h quarter, 
where fome, even of the inhabitants, are 
for having it {hut up, as being afhamed of 
being feenin the company of, or having 
any concern with, their modern country- 
men; but, added he, that circumitance 
has no manner of weight with me, for I 
know the nature of Engli/bmen too well 
to lay any hold of it ; and, as 1 cannot in 
juftice refufe you your freedom, you are 
now no longer to look upon yourfelf as a 
prifoner, but as one from whom I would 
be glad, in a private capacity, to receive 
fome information about the prefent ftate of 
affairs in England, and particularly the 
conduct of the late expedition to the coaft 
of France, under your own N——w, 

My Lord, anfwer’d I, with a low bow, 
Iam extremely fenfible of your lordthip’s 
candor and condefcenfion, and am ex- 
tremely willing to requite it, but, as a 
ghoft of honour, I think I cannot difclofe 
any particulars till I make the report to 
my conftituents. In faying thofe words, 
I prefented him with my inftruétions, and 
he feem’d to be fatisfied with my behaviour, 
but told me with a myfterious air, that 
when I arrived at the Exgli/h quarter, I 
would find itrange alterations. 

I took leave of his lordfhip with abun- 
dance of ceremony on both fides, and, 
while I was making the beft of my way 
homewards, Ifaw Yames the rft, in the 
habit of a mafter taylor, harangueing a 
groupe of journeymen upon the duty of 
obedience and fubmiffion to higher powers, 
with the great fin and folly of changing 
matters, and I could over-hear him ver 
often repeat in his broad Scotch dialeét, 
that hame was hame, tho’ never fo hamely. 
‘You fee me here, continued he, my 
‘ friends, reduced from the ftation of a 
‘ great King to that of a fimple taylor, thro” 
¢ my adherence to this falutary maxim, for 
‘had I medled as my fubjeéts would have 
‘had me, in thed nd German quat- 
‘rels.’'———-The_ general humming and 
hawing that enfued, prevente! me from 
hearing the reft of this notable harangue, 
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which was richly enterlac’d with Latin lines 
and fentences. 

The next object that ftruck me, was 
Henry the 8th, in the Habit of a Beef- 
eater, a ftation which he told me he had 
fince my departure been reduced to by his 
own unnatural daughter Elizabeth, for 
his having medled niore in foreign quar- 
rels than was confiftent with the interett of 
England. ‘ Though the Hufly, added 
“he, never could keep her own fingers 
“clear of them; but that is not all, 
“for that fcoundrel Cromcvell, by his in- 
“ trigues, has driven my poor father out of 
‘ the quarter, and fore’d him to take upa 
© pawnbroker’s fhop down that Alley ; 
* pointing toa blind Alley hard-by”. When 
he left me, I perceiv’d he was follow’d 
by a large butcher’s dog, which I was 
told was the foul of Woljey. § 

I was in too great a hurry to make any 
farther obfervations, and when [I arriv’d 
at our quarter I found it in a kind of a civil 
war. ‘Tho’ Elizabeth's authority had ex- 
cluded her own father, yet it had pra- 
cured admittance to feveral of the noble- 
men and gentlemen who had oppos’d Char- 
fes the firit in parliament, and had after- 
wards died for him in the field and upon 
{cafiolds. I could fee the Earls of Straf- 








ford and Clarendon poflefled a great deal of 


her favour, and fhe took all opportunities 
of declaring that they were run down by 
a fet of villains. 

Before the general meeting which was 
fummoned to be held on account of my 
arrival, I happened to meet with the great 
Mr. Hamiden, and among. other particu- 
jars he told me, that he had voted for the 
members who had been introduced by Qs 
Elizabeth, as likewile for the expulfion of 
Heury the 7th. He faid that it had al- 
ways been his opmion, that the greateft 
temporary advantages could not. compen- 
fate for the {mallett breach of a conftitu- 
tion ; and that it was upon that principle, 
and that only, he withftood the demand of 
fhip-money. ‘That notwithftanding all the 
benefits which Exgland had reaped from 
the ceconomy and frugality of Henry the 
7th, he had made many breaches in the 
very . bulwarks of her conftitution, and 
that by his utter abolition of the moft va- 
luable parts of the old feodal fyftem, he 
had rendered it impoflible for England ever 
to defend herfelt without a ftanding army. 
I mentioned the late militia act. . He fhook 
his head, and faid that it was plaufble, 
becaule men of fenfe durft not, or would 


not {peak out their objcctions to it; bur 
that there could be no folid foundation for 
a national militia, but the great principle, 
that every man ought to be oblig’d perfonally 
to defend under tne flate the property usbich 
he pofiffes, and that this only could be ef- 
fecied by a revival of the more moderate 
feodal tenures. I told him he talk’d to 
me in an unknown tongue, and left him 
to attend the aflembly of our members 
which was now met. 

I gave them the moft candid relation J 
had been able to pick up of the ftate of 
affairs in England, and particularly of the 
fate of the late expedition under m 
N——w, and endeavour’d all I could to 
prove, that he had behav’d, if not likea 
great hero, yet likea good General. I en- 
deavour’d to enforce this diftinction, by 
relating the modern prattice of making 
war, which gave very little room for aftive 
valour ;_ that the’ General’s inftruétions 
were difcretional, and that the moment he 
fail’d of carrying his point by a coup de 
main, which was the intention of his 
royal mafter, he could not be anfwerable 
for proceeding otherwife than upon the 
regular principles of the known art of 
war. | 

The Duke of Marlborough, in‘ anfwer to 
this, faid, that he, very much doubted 
whether in all his inftructions there was 
any fuch expreffion ; but that if there was, 
it could by no means warrant his making 
no attempt toland. That he had indeed 
heard a great General now in England, 
had given it as his opinion, that Si 
f——n M——i’s fucceis depended upon 
a coup de main, but that expreflion did not 
fingly mean a fudden furprize, but a lucky 
incident that might happen in the courfe of 
acampaign orfiege,and which by being vigo- 
roufly improv'd proves decifive. ‘That the 
fame General had explain’d the words th 
that manner in the very letter he had wrote 
to S—— F—z M—t, when he fays, that 
both Bergen-op-Zoom and Fort Philips were 
taken by Ceups de Main; tho’ it 1s well 
known that the french had been 13 weeks 
before the one place, and 8 before tHe 
other. He added, that his own fucceflés 
were fometimes owing to Coups de Main, 
and that they were fo far from being in- 
confiftent with the regular principles of tlic 
art of war, that they generally refulted 
from prefence of mind, which is one of 
the higheit qualifications of a great Ge- 
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ther to me, wha had fircceeded more by 
Coups ae iam than any General he ever 
knew. 

Notwithttanding this great authority, I 
could have ealily made my point good 
againft his Grace in favour of my N Ww 
cn the cireumftances which this expedi- 
tion was attended with, had not my old 
Lord Torrington, with whom Ff had al- 
ways lived in the utmoit harmony before, 
interpos’d with the utmoft acrimony, and 
as far as Gholis are capable of grict, he 
feemed to be deeply affected. Pointing to 
the yet bleeding wounds of his fon, who 
food as a fpeftator without the bar, poor 
Yack, {aid he, no fuch plea was admitted in 
thy cafe, thy not fhewing fufficient ardor 
was all that was laid to thy charge, but 
thou didft not damp the ardor of others ; 
fome under thy command gave proofs of 
valour that did honour to Briti/h courage. 
But my Lord (addtefling himfelf to the 
chair, which was then filled by Jobz 
Talbot firt Earl of Shrewsbury,) what 
can this man plead ?>——He faid no more, 
being too full of grief to proceed farther, 
and the affembly was greatly affected by 
his appearance. 

It was not eafy, continued the Shade, 
after this for me to make head againft the 
tide of indignation that feem’d to fet very 
itrong againft my N——w. My old friend 
Lord Godolphin, however, mov'd, that they 
fhould fufpend their judgments till the 
opinion of the board of general officers, 
which was about to fit to enquire into my 
N——w’s conduct fhould be known, and 
that I fhould make another trip to the 
earth for that purpofe. Tho’ I was highly 
pieas’d with the firit part of this motion, 
yet I thought it my duty to inform the 
ailembly of the converfation that had 
paffed between Minos and myfelf of the 
ftrong prejudices he laboured under againft 
the Englifb nation, and the danger they 
were under of having their quarter fhut 
up, and confequently that I mutt be exclu- 
ded on my return. 

Thad no fooner mentioned this circum- 
ftance, than Heary the fifth rofe, and clap- 
ping his tiand on his fword, with a moft 
terrible afpeét {wore he would defend it 
againft all the powers of Heil; and of 
earth too, added his three brave brothers, 
who ftarted up at the fame time. They 
were inftantly feconded by the Black Prince 
and his father, the great E. of Warwa1ck, 
John of Gaunt and others, and Queen 
Elizabeth fwore by her ufuat Oath, that 
fhe herfelf would handle a pike in the famg 
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caufe. Amongft the modertis, my Lord 
Cutts and General Talma/b thewed the 
— forwardnels, and [ fhould not 

ave been behind any of them in zeal, 
had [ not been fentible of the folly of the 
enterprize. 

Mr. Locke, who has a place in the affem- 
bly for having fo nobly employ'd philofo- 
phy and reatoaing to the purpofes of pa- 
triotiim as well as learning, defired, with 
great modefty, to be heard ; and gave it as 
his opinion, that M/zos and the infernal 
court had been nufled by books and pam- 
phiets wrote in the other world, which 
miltook effeminacy for cowardice, and 
confounded delicacy with degeneracy. He 
obferv'd, with a tharpnefs which is no part 
of his charaéter, thata man mu'‘t form 2 
very faile idea of a people’s manners and 
difpofition, if he confults only tne writings 
of theage. ‘That all ethic, political, and 
theological writers, ever fince the invention 
of printing (and, headded, the praétice 
went much higher) had always caricatur'd 
the manners and circumftances of their 
cotemporaries. Take, added he, into 
your hands one of thofe wiitings, publiih’d 
im the reign of your majefty (turning to 
Queen Ehgzabeth) and read it, and you 
will {wear thatthe nation is at the very laft 
{tage of immorality, luxury, and profli- 
gacy of every kind. Purfue the experi 
ment to the two fucceeding reigns, and 
one wonders that fire did not fall upon 
England as it did upon Sodom and Go- 
morrab. Go to later years, and you will 
find the nation reprefented by one tet of 
writers as Atheifts, by another as Bigots, 
and by both as Baxzkrupts in their circum- 
ftances, and flaves in their principles, and 
yet the Revolution, is, I think a pret 
convincing proof of the falfehood of alt 
thofe charges. Your majetty, continued 
he, bowing to King George the firft, was 
happy in not underftanding Exgli/b enough 
to know, over whata fet of beggars and 
bankrupts you govern’d. By all accounts 
I have receiv’'d, the reign of George the 
fecond has been delug’d more than that of 
any of his predecefiors with thofe kind of 
writings ; tho’ I am told that his govern- 
ment has been able to reduce the Credi- 
tors of the immenfe debts of the nation 
to accept of 3 per cent, for their money, 
which is fcarcely one half of the intereft 
the public funds bore in my time. This 
is an argument that proves the increafe of 
national riches as evidently as the length of 
the fhadow does the altitude of the fun ; it 
is not to be diftinguished away by faction, 
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or confounded by difcontent ; and I never 
hear of one of thofe writers upon national 
poverty, without being put in mind of the 
tellow who put liimfelf in the moft violent 
agitation to prove that there is, in nature, 
no fuch thing as motion. 

The Evidence, my Lord, I have againft 
the irreligion and immorality of the pretent 
Eng!ib nation, which writers who agrec 
in nothing elfe, agree in fixing upon them, 
is equally ttrong, and perhaps as ttriking ; 
for sf any thing at this time, bids fair to 
render this irreligious, this ummoral, race 
of men, beggars, it is their profufion upon 
works of charity, munificence, and pub- 
lic {pit of all kinds, which are encourag’d 
there, to the detriment, I am afraid, of that 
very induitry to which they owe their 
riches. 

That effeminacy prevails amongft their 
military men, I am far from denying, but 
I think I can appeal to many competent 
judges here, whether they have not known 
many a beau march up to the muzzle of a 
gun with as much intrepidity as the 
rougheft Veteran, or the greateft floven, in 
the army. 

He fcarce finifh’d, when Lord Mark 
Ker rofe with a mott folemn air, and pul- 
ling out with great deliberation, a perfum’d 
cambrick handkerchief, and a fnuff-box of 
moft elegant workmanthip, after wiping 
his mouth, and taking a pinch, and then 
wiping the loofe grains from his lip, faid 
with a gentle tap upon the lid of his box, 
that upan his honour he had feen fome fer- 
vice, but that he never chofe in his lifetime 


if he could help it, to rumple bis linen, or 


to dirty his fteckings, and that he had en- 
deavour'd to imitate his noble General 


‘(looking at the Duke ef Mariborough) 


in this, as well as the reft of his condud. 
‘That he had eat many an Ortolan, and 
drank many a flafk of Tokay with another 
noble Lord, bowing to the Earl of Cado- 
fan, without perceiving that either his 
valour, vigour, or virtue, was a bit im- 
pad. 

During thofe fpeeches, I could fee mv 


"Lord Somers, Lord Cowper, and tome of 


the old Whics, in deepcontultation, and 


- the former faid that he believ'd his fricnd 


Mr. Locke was intheright, but that it was 
evident there was a defect forme where, but 
he did not care to {peak out what he and 
his friends fuipected. 

‘This fpeech put the affembly into a kind 
of a brown fludy, when the Marquis of

It is needlefs, my Veteran, continued 
the Shade, to recount to. thee all the con- 
jeftures and fpeeches that fucceeded the 
exhibition of this notable faw. It is 
fufficient if I inform thee that a deputa- 
tion was ient to Minos, which removed 
many of his fcruples and _prepofleflions, 
and without any difficulty obtained leave: 
for my return and readmiflion into oar 
quarter. Senfible however as I am con- 
fidered, that as having a kind of intereft in 
the report I am to make, I have agreed 
with Mercury, under whofe particular in- 
fluence I always lived, that thou fhalt go 
along with me, in his efcort, to the man- 
fions of the dead, and there give evi- 
dence, wiva voce, of what thou haf 
learned at the board of officers. 

Tho’ I did nat much relifh. this propo- 
fal, yet as it came from my old general, I 
told him I was ready to follow him to 
hell. Upon this we fet out to the rendez- 
vous Mercury had appointed, where we 
faw his Godthip driving before him vait 
herds of Rufian fouls, who had left their 
bodies in Pruffa.

I put him in mind 
that it muft be much worle now than it 
was two thoufand years ago, when 4:neas 
crofs’d over in it; and even at that tme 
it had almoft funk with him, and for this I 
quoted the lines of Virgil. 

Ingemuit cymba 

Sutilis ; et multam accepit, rimofa, pa- 

ludem. 

In anfwer to this, his Lordfhip faid, 
that the Jaft line from Swti/is, was none of 
Virgl’s; and that any body with half an 
eye mult fee that it is a meer Ovida- 
nijm, and for this he appealed to Mer- 
cury, who aflured me, that Virgil himfelf 
had told him fo. This would have fauf- 
fied me, had I not-reflected that he was the 
God of a fet of men not over-famous for 
veracity. He then told me, it had coft a 
good deal in repairs fince Virgil's days. 
But this was far from reaflurng me, as I 
had overheard him telling my Lord, that 
he went finarer with Charonz in the profits 
of the ferry. In fhort, I remonttrated fo 
eflectually againft trufting my carcafe to 
the frail vehicle, that Charon took my 
part, and faid he could not be anfwerable 
for carrying me fafe over. But that his 
partner Mercury was always telling fibs, 
and did not care if a paflenger was 
diowned and damn’d, if he could get 
a little prefent profit. However, conti- 
nued old furly man, I believe I know 
a, way how to uncafe thee, and I'll be 
anfwerable for thy carcafe when I bring 
thee back, for I will lock it fafe up in my 
warehoule. 

It was with no fmall reluétance I could 
think of quitting with my Mortales Exu- 
‘via, and of shuffling off this mortal coil ;

He told me, he could 
pull it out of my nofe at one jerk, and 
that it was no more than drawing a tooth, 
and his Lordfhip engaging his honour, 
that I fhould be fafely reinitated in my

HE unnatural combinations of in- 

terefts and arms againit the King of 
Prufia, vendered his Situation alarming ; 
and when the feale of war feem'd to turn 
againit him, it wes natural for him to ap- 
ply to the King of Exgiand his moft pow- 
ertul ally, for that kind of aflittance which 
his fituation and circumitances fuffered 
him to afford. ‘The ftate of national par- 
ties concerning our conneétions with the 
continent, did not admit of this being 
done in any other manner, than by making 
a {trong diverfion on the coat of France, 
which his Prujian Majefty thought would 
be fufficient for his purpofe, and this mea- 
fure happened to be entirely agreeable to 
the fentiments of his Britanick Majelty ; 
and the intelligence the latter had received 
of the defencelefs ftate of Rachfort the third 
naval port in France, determined the Ex- 
pedition for that place. 

The public cannot but remember with 
what impenetrable fecrecy this expedition 
was undertaken and dire¢ted. The num- 
ber and force of the fhips and land troops 
rais’d the hopes of the nation to an ex- 
traordinary pi.ch, and the difappointment 
was proportionable, when they returned 
without even making an attemptto land on 
the coaft of France. His Majefty’s equity as 
well as the indignation of the public, ren- 
dered an enquiry into the reafons of this 
difgrace indifpenfible, and the fame being 
infifted upon by the Commander in chief, 
for the vindication of his own charatter ; 
a board of enquiry into his conduét, con- 
fitting of three general officers, of which 
the Duke of M——gh was prefident, fat 
the 12th, 14th, and rsthof Nowember. 

We fhall not take up our reader’s time 
with the proceedings ofthe firft day, (which 
were mottly confumed in examining and 
difapproving of the officious minutes pre- 
tended to be thofe of a council of war fent 
without any authority, by a fecretary to 
one of the admirals, to the Lords of the 
Admiralty,) becaule they have little or no 
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conneétion with the main end of this pa- 
per, which isa review of the conduct of 
our land generals, as it appeared from Sir 
F— M—t’s defence. 

Theland troops he commanded, amount- 
ed to about nine thoufand men, all of them 
brave, full of fpirits, and remarkably im- 
patient for a&tion, ‘The Major Generals, 
C and C——s, who commanded 
under him, though young officers, had 
fcen a great deal of forvice, and the force 
of the Fleet, which was commanded by 
the Admirals H-----ke, B-----ck, and 
K-----s, was equal to the firength of any 
place that was acceffible to thips. 

Much about the time that the General 
received his orders, Sir f—z L——vr com- 
municated to him his idea of the manner 
of executing the enterprize. Sir Fe 
ri t being called upon to miake his 
defence, refted it upon a written detail of 
his conduét, and the reafons of it, and both 
facts and reafons were to appear upon the 
examinations of the land and fea-officers. 

The great military abilities and expe- 
ricnce of Sir fe L——r could not fail ot 
giving his opinion almoft the force of a 
command, though it afterwards appeared 
that the paper produc’d upon ‘this occa- 
fion, was no more than a communication 
of his private fentiments in afriend!y man- 
ner, and that they happen’d entirely to 
coincide with Sir fe Ale—’s way of 
thinking. In this lctter or paper, Sir 7-- 
iL——v feems to entertain no very fanguine 
expectations of the fuceefs of the enter- 
prize, but he thinks it may be executed by 
a coup de main, Ve lays down fome ex- 
cellent rules concerning Janding and 
marching the troops, and makes it an 
indifpeniidle duty in the General, te pre- 
serve the communication always open be- 
tween the army and the fleet ; particularly 
mentioning that Bergen-ap-zoom and Fort 
St. Philip, were cach of them taken by a 
coup de main. 

Were I to fpeak my own private fenfe, 
i thould be of opmion, that the General 
did not thoroughly underftand the ex- 
prefhion covp de maiv in the fenfe which 
the other meant it. 

According to Sir Woon M:- *s repre- 
fentation, the fleet having lain fix days in 
tight of the Frezch, the opportunity of 
ducceeding by a coup de main vas loft, as 
3t could not be fuppos’d that a place for- 
tified, as Rockfurt was, by Vauban, would 
not in that time have been provided again# 
any ailault, ina country full of vigilant 
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enemies, with a Marfhal of France in its 
Neighbourhood. He added, that he had 
intelligence the French were alarmed, that 
the place was furrounded with a wet ditch, 
that with their naked eye they could difco- 
ver a camp and a battery of cannon upon 
the fhore, and that the fea-othcers could 
not anfwer for keeping the neceflary com- 
munication open between the Fleet and the 
Army, by reafon of the great diftance their 
fhi,.s were obliged to lye from the hore, 
and that upon the whole, the attempt was 
judged to be impra€ticable. 

General C——y gave his opinion for 
landing on the ifleof Overon, and attemptin 
fomewhat on the fide of Rochelle, but this 
propofal was rejected by the Admirals, 

But foundings being taken, Admiral 
B.---k reported a place (Chaitelaillon) 
where they might land ; accordingly, the 
troops were put into boats ; but a tron 
wind fetting of from fhore, they found it 
would be upon the point of day light be- 
fore they could land 5 and then, not above 
1200. That near the place of Jandin 
appeared feveral high fand hills, behind 
which it was reafonable to fuppofe the 
french had lodged a body of men fufficient 
to cut off any number that might land, 
who could not be fupported by freth troops 
in lefs than 7 or 8 hours more ; and that the 
General hdd intelligence of troops bein 
feen marching towards thote fand-hills. 

Col, W——fe was clofely examined 
about this intelligence, which he faid was 
given by a fea Ceptain, who could give no 
account of the numbers, but faid he could 
difcern 15 or 16 pair of colours; but the 
court thought that to be a very fallacious 
fign of the enemics numbers, becaufe they 
might oring what number of colours, flags, 
&c. they pleas’d, tothe ficld, in order to 
deceive the Exgli/bh. Both he and other 
officers were alked their opinion, as to the 
pumber ot troops that might have been 
fufhcient to have hindered the £ug/i> from 
landing, and fome thought two batialions, 
others one battalion if well commanded, 
might have been tulhicient. : 

Upon all thofe coniiderations, the land- 
ing that morning was thought dangerous ; 
and a letter fent to Sir FE. H.----ke by Ad. 
b----«-k, to that purpofe, in which he 
fays, that the Generals had put off the 
Janding till they could fee the ground on 
avbich they were toland. Sir 7. M— 
firft deny’d having feen that letter, but 
the Admiral was very warm that he had 
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who acknowledged it, and Sir 7. M——t 
recollected, and own'd it. 

The Admirals. K-----s and B------ k 
were examin’d, who faid, that they could 
not have undertaken to keep the commu- 
nication with the army. 

Sir 7. M——t was afked whether he 
thought the fort on the ifle of Aix an ob- 
ject worthy fuch a fleet and army? He 
{aid ; he thought it was not of itielf, but as 
the taking it enabled them to judge how 
Rochfert could be mott advantageoufly 
attacked. 

The firt fcheme of landing being 
judged impracticable, Sir 7. M——t in 
order to prove that he was willing to do 
every thing for the benefit of the expedi- 
tion, agreed to an attempt propos’d by Col. 
W———fz, who had with glatles viewed 
Fort Fouras, from the Fort of Aix, to at- 
tack it; by which means, if taken, a 
communication might have been fecured, 
and a retreat made good, if the troops 
had been repulfed before Rochfort. 

The General was afked whethet, if 
Fort Fouras had been taken, he could have 
fecured a communication with the fleet ? 
He faid, he thought he could ; and in this 
he was ‘feconded by the evidence of other 
officers both fea and land. 

Col. W—fe was afked what kind of a 
Fort Fouras was, he faid, by what he 
could obferve, a very weak one. Having 
not above 24 or 25 embrafures at moft, 
towards the water , and confifting of only 
one plain wall in a fingle line, and one 
within, a little raisd.——He knew not 
how it was to the land; but thought that 
if an attempt had been made to batter it 
by fea, and it had been attacked on the 
land fide at the fame time, (or even if it 
had not been attacked on the land fide) it 
muft have been taken. 

Being afked by Sir 7. M———#, as well 
as the board, what force he thought might 
have been fufficient to attack it by fea ; he 
faid, he thought a so gun fhip. But that 
the pilot of the Maguanime, who was a 
Frenchman, and knew the place, offered to 
carry the Magzanime within a quarter of a 
mile of the wails, where indeed her head 
would have lain m the Ooze, but the tide 
would have carried her off. 

Sir E. H---ke being informed of this, 
fent for the pilot, who averring the fame 
thing tohiim he had done to Col. W——fe 
and others, Sir £.d-----d feemed very de- 
termined to make the attempt: and fent 
for Capt. Af--id---t (who was examined 
bythe board, and confirmed all that Col. 
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W——fe had faid) to interpret between the 
pilotand him. The pilot offered to carry 
up the Magnanime; Sir E-----dafked if 
he could the Barfleur ; he {aid he would 
advife the Magnanime (Capt. Howe) be- 
caufe the Captain was young and brave, 
(Parceque il eft jeune et brave, was the 
pilots original expreffion.) Sir E------ d 
faid, he did not chufe to employ him be- 
caufe he had been in fo much hot fervice 
in that expedition already. 

Both Sir 7. M——t, and other land 
officers, thought this attempt would have 
been made by one or other fhip, but it was 
not made; and by that failure, the only 
operation that could have fecured the com- 
munication of the army with the fleet 
was loft. 

The other two Generals, and the Colo- 
nels, who were examined confirmed all 
that had been alledged by Sir F. M——_—t, 
General C——y diffented from the firft 
council of war, and was for landing, but 
deemed by the Admiral impraéticable ; 
Col. B------ l{aid, he could not conceive 
that the great hulks of boats the foldiers 
were put on board of, could have been 
towed along, each by a little yawl, rowed 
by two landmen, which was the method 
propofed to land them. That he objected 
to it,————-that he had feen landings, but 
never conduéted in that manner. That 
he could not account for the manner of 
it, for he thought it would have been im- 
poflible to have landed any number in 
that fafhion, tm any reafonable time. 

The third and laft day of the board's 
meeting, the fea-officers were again exa- 
min’d, who gave their opinion againft the 
impracticability of battering Fort Fouras, 
as propofed by the pilot of the Magzna- 
nime. 

The Court feemed this day to be better 
informed. They examined more particu. 
larly into the ftate of Roch/fort. 

Colonel C---ke, upon whofe information 
the expedition feems to have been planned, 
faid, that returning from Giébraltar’ in 
Aprils754, he went to Rochfort, where 
he waited upon Mr. Macnamara, who 
had a public employment there, either 
in the works, or m fome other capacity, 
who received him very politely, and fhewed 
him the whole place. 

That he viewed it very narrowly, as 
forefecing it would be a proper objeét for 
attacking in cafe of a breach between 
Great Britain and France, durft not 
draw any thing on the fpot, for fear of 
fulpicion.—a__That it was fituated a" a 
sat 
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fat towards the fea.——That ic was a 
very weak place of defence. Sur- 
rounded with a ditch, but the ditch 
being higher than the river, cannot be filled 
with water,———waited on the Governor, 
who was very polite,———-faw every thing. 
———The ramparts not flanked. The 
ditch in very bad repair. In fome pla- 
ces no rampart,—-and none towards the 
mver, The vampart not above 2¢ feet. 
The ditch then dry and irregular. 

Upon his arrival in Exglend, hz put 
thofe particulars into a letter, which he 
fent to Sir Ff. Ler, and which was 
read at the board. 

Being afked, he faid, that he had no 
reafon to believe the place to have been 
in a better condition When Sir 7. M@—_ +t 
was at Aix, but rather worte. That 
after the Fort of Arie was taken, he {pent 
a whole day with the officers and engi- 
neers who were made prifoners, That 
the officers fsermed to be thy 5 but thar, 
taking the engiueer out to walk after 
dinner, he told him that he had informed 
him more about Roechjort than ever he 
knew before, having never imagined it to 
be fortified regularly. That it was im- 
poffible for the ditch to be filed, or kept 
tull of water; the ground was fo unequal, 
(pour Vinegalite de Lervein, was his ex- 
preflion,) and that he believed every one 
who knows the place would fay the fame. 

That he had met with a very fenfible 
man of a fifher, who, the day before, had 
brought his boat down the river, and that 
he told him again and again, that the 
place was open by a breach im_ the ditch. 
e~—— Phat he had carried this fifherman to 
feyeral of the officers, and that he aveaird 
the fame thing to them. 

Sir Je M—i afked Col. C---he what was 
che fifherman’s name, the Colonel could 
not readily recolleét. Sir § 


























Fam afked whe- 
ther it was not Bonneau, (or fome tuch 
name) he faid it was. Then, fays Sir 7-— 
~ have my finger upon his examination, 
taken by General C------y. The exami- 
sation wasread, andthere the fifherman 
flatly declares, there is a wet ditch round 
Rochfort : Colonel C--k faid that the 
vifherman had been tamper’d with by his 
own countrymen, and that he was indeed in 
zwo different fortes. But that a gentleman 
amerchant, one Mr. P--------i/, who had 
inved in thofe parts I5 years, and knew 
Reckyort well, was now in London, ready 
to give evidence that the place was in tlie 
very fame fate as he had reprefented it to 
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The board atked Sir J. M------t why 
the refolution of returning had been takem 
without a council of war? Sir 7. the 
fecond day faid, that he lad required Siz 
E----d H-----ke to concur with him ig 
calling one, but that he refufed to do ig, 
The third day, Sir %. faid that he took 
fhame to him!elf, becenfe fince his return 
to England, upon sooking over his ine 
firuétions, he found, by them, that he was 
empowrred to have called a council of 
war without the concurrence of any other 
O.cer. 
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TT HF erecting ef Public Granaries in 
a Itingdom, would, in the Opinion 
of the moit fenfible and humane Perfons, 
be the beit Expedient tor preventing the 
much-dreaded Calamity my an artificial 
Scarcity of Corn. he Gentlemen of 
Ireland are fo fentible of this, that an A& 
for that {alutary Purpofe i likely to pafs in 
the Great Atfiembly ot their Nation ; and 
the following Hints, though they are not 
calculated tor England, may be ufeful, 
and will not be unfeafonably introduced to 
the Perufal of your Readers, if you fhould 
think them worthy of Admittance into 
your Muagazime. ‘They are addreffed te 
the Hon. Yohu Ponfouby, Efq; Speaker to 
the Hon. Houfe of Commons of Ireland, 
by Walter li’eldon, Eq; 2 Member of the 
faid Houfe. 


Hints for erecixg County Granaries in 
the Kingdom of Ireland. 


R. Locke afferts it as an undoubted 

truth, ** That the land-holder & 
‘* more concerned in trade, and ought to 
** take greater care that it be well mana- 
«ged than even the merchant himfelf ; 
** ter he will certainly find that when a 
‘© decay has carried away one part of ou 
‘‘ money out of the kingdom, and the 
“‘ other is kept in the merchant's oF 
“¢ tradefman’s hands, no laws he cam 
‘“ make, or any little arts of fhifting 
“ property amongft ourfelves, will bring 
“ it back to him again: but his rents 
© will fall, and his income every day lef 
“ fen, “till general induftry and frugality 
‘ join'd toa well order’a trade, fhall re- 
« ftore to the kingdom the riches and 
‘© seulth it formesly bad,” Si 
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Sir Matthew Decker aflerts, that * the 
© merchant, the manufacturer, and the 
‘© {uijur, who at firit view appear to have 
«the preate!: intereltin trace, will, up- 
‘* oi examination, be found not to be {fo 
«© dcep!y concerned im its well or il] being, as 
‘¢ thic.and-holder, whofe intereiifeems more 
remote ; and who (with forrow it mutt 
“© be iaid) too often by his indifference 
“ sives occation to fufpect that he thinks 
*‘ he haih no concern in it at all: And 
“ continues ; that the land-holder hath 
an inmovable property, valuable only 
“to iome few of his neighbours or 
* countrymen; the produce of which, if 
trade carries not off, nor brings in 
* people to confume, but on. the con- 
trary, by its decay drives the confumers 
away, his tenants mult decay, break, 
“‘ fly, and his lands be untenanted ; he 
és may indecd fell at one price or a- 
‘<* nother, but when the bulk of his 
«© neighbours are in asbad a fituation as 
himfelf, and all rents declining, the va- 
« lue of untenanted farms, and empty 
«© houfes, mult be very low.” 

How feverely applicable to the fituation 
that I fear this kingdom 1s foon likely to 
be in, the opiuons of thele two great 
judges of trade are, I fhall not take up- 
on me to fay; but furely when we have 
lately feen an attention to the fituation of 
England, with refpect to the want of 
corn, graciouily recommended by his Ma- 
jefty to his parliament there, and a repe- 
tition of the fame paternal affection the 
other day fo warmly recommended to us 
by our humane governor here, when we 
fee alfo an embargo wifely continued, to 
prevent the exportation of our corn to fo- 
reigners; furely in this fituation every in- 
dividual fhould look at home, and exert 
his utmoft in fcheming all the relief within 
the circle of his power, for his fellow- 
creatures, afflured of encouragement and 
protection, fo far as he fhaill be right, 
under our prefent legiflature ; for under 
their fanétion, and the reftraint of their 
Jaws, both with refpe& to the erefting 
county granaries, and for a certain period 
of time in every year, preventing the ex- 
portation of corn, do 1 mean entirely to 
form my plan: and that the undertakers 
of thoie grananies fhall be bound down 
by them, what profit fhall be demanded 
onthe felling out their corn for homeward 
coniumption by the barrel. Under proper 
reltraints, in this refpeét, vo injury can 
arife to the public, but immenfe advanta- 
ges 3 without proper reftrictions, as to the 


a 
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profit on felling out, granaries containing 
fo much corn as I fcheme they fhould da, 
might become private monopolies, and 
public nufances ; as few that owned them 
would have a virtue fufficient to refit 
the lucrative temptations that would attend 
fuch an undertaking. 

On this plan I will fuppofe the county 
granaries erected in the moft fertile parts 
of this kingdom, built and undertaken by 
private perions ; will not thofe certain 
places of fale for all the corn of thofe 
counties and their adjacent ones, greatly 
encourage their increate of tillage by the 
certainty of market to the farmer for large 
quantities, the freeing him from long car- 
riage in the winter feafon of the year, and 
thereby faving both his time and horfes tor 
his immediate tillage and fgwing. Will 
not this, and the limited reftraint on the 
export, be a certain method to keep our 
cor (in our prefent poor ftate of tillage) 
fram being carried to the fea-port markets, 
picked up there when ata low price, and 
fold back to us when at an high one, an 
advantage (’till lately reftrained by the 
government's prohibitions) conftantly ta- 
ken of the neceflities of our indigent far- 
mers, who are obliged to fell early, and 
with double feverity afterwards thrown 
on our ftarving inhabitants? Is not the 
difference in point of cafh, of the fums 
the corn is bought up for here at the be- 
ginning of the year, when at the low 
price, and when fold back again to us at 
the high one, fo much abfolute lefs (for 
the want of granaries) to this kingdom ? 

And can the poorer fort of farmers be 
expected to refift the temptation of felling 
their corn, though at a low price in the 
beginning of the year, to export faétors, 
when perhaps at that very time they are 
moft preiied for their rent ? 

Was not this fo practiied in the years 
1754, and 1755, by the commiflion trade 
at Waterford, and other fea-ports: ‘That 
in the {pring following each of thefe years, 
oats fold in the country, from nine te 
eleven fhillings per barrel, though bought 
up by commiffion, and that fhortly after 
the harveft, fiom four to five fhillings ? 
Had none of this corn been fold back a- 
gain to us even at the high price, and had 
more been taken away, when at the low 
one, what would have become of our 
poor inhabitants ? Or how would the 
farmer have been fupplied for his {pring 
fowing ? 

Wifely has this been forefeen by our 
government, when they laid on the em- 
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bargo ; for had the expert trade taken its 
run this laft year, we fhould have feen lit- 
tle of our corn return to us, be the price 
what it would ; fo much was it wanted in 
other countries. 

But by my plan, when our tillage is fo 
advanced, as to admit an export trade at 
all times of the year, then will the re- 
ftraint for the months I fhall hereafter 
mention, be of.no further ufe: and will 
not all thefe granaries be fo many ftore- 
houfes ? And may we not expect a higher 
price for our fuperfiuous corn, by having 
thofe repofitories to fecure it, till it fhall 
rife at foreign markets ? 

And do we not by thefe ready and fure 
places of market for the needy farmer, pre- 
vent our corn from being pick’d up, 1m- 
mediately after harveft, at the low price, 
by the foreign commiffions ? 

Let us begin therefore at the fountain- 
head ;_ firft encourage tillage, fo as to 
fupply the demands of our own kingdom. 
Then let the means to fecure that futhcien- 
cy take up your fecond thought. 

Public granaries will furely, I think, an- 
fwer both thefe ends. By them we imitate 
the prudent ant, who hoards up in the 
plenty day, againft the arrival of a fcarce 
one ; that over, let our fuperfluous corn 
go where it may. — 

But if our export trade is to take its 
free run at all times of the year, before 
our tillage increafes ; what is to become 
of our manufactures ? What a price has 
corn and potatoes been at thefe two years 
paft ? Can the labourer afford to work at 
tix-pence per day, when to fill his own 
belly, exclufive of his naked and ftarving 
family, the price of his fuftenance is to 
exceed his hire. Does not the parity of 
argument on the labourer, extend itfelf 
to every branch of ovr manufactures ; 
where mutt all this end ? On all land-hold- 
ers and improvers in the labouring man’s 
part of the argument, and on trade and 
all kind of manufaétures on the artificer’s 
part of the argument. Too ferious this 
truth : for muft not each hand in this 
kingdom raife the price of his day’s work, 
the law of neceflity compelling hin fo 
to do ? 

What is then to become of the improv- 
er, what of the carriers on of all our ma- 
nufactures ? If the one attempts to fend 
his wares to foreign markets, he is from 
all quarters underfold ; the price of artifi- 


cer’s work being fo high at home 3 which - 


muft make his commodity in proportion 
dearer than his campetitor’s, 


If the land-holder wifhes to beautify or 
improve his native foil, labour is fo high, 
he cannot undertake it. What then is the 
melancholy confequence of all this ? Why 
the artificer muft feek for proteStion and 
encouragement im an happier clime, for 


the want of employment in his own! The. 


labourer, not being worthy of his hire, mutt 
do the fame. 

_ To prevent all this, I would propofe the 
following plan to be put into execution ; 
and will fuppofe twelve public granaries 
erected in the twelve moft fertile and con- 
venient counties of this kingdom, and 
each to be able to contain at leaft five 
thoufand barrels of corn with fafety. That 
the undertaker of each granary fhall be 
bound down to receive no more profit, on 
the felling out his corn, to be kept only 
while homeward occafions require it, than 
two fhillings per barrel for each barrel of 
wheat, and all other corn proportionably, 
as fettled by the a& of laft feffion, with 
refpect to the pramiums on the export of 
corn, when at a low price; and that he 
fhall be obliged-to produce his books at the 
next quarter-feflions after his corn is laid 
in ; and there to obtain a certificate from 
the bench of juttices. of the medium 
price he has bought in his corn at, to pre- 
vent any exceeding of the two thillings per 
barrel profit on the felling out. This his 
private profit, and under penal reftri€tions 
not to exceed it ; and not to refufe the 
fale at that profit to any perfon demanding 
any quantity, not exceeding five barrels ; 
fuch perfon being willing to make affida- 
vit, that the corn fo demanded is entirely 
for his own or family’s ufe, except he be 
a baker; and not for felling out again to 
the export trade ; but that he fhall not fell 
to any export factor, till after the firft of 
Fuly following, the time of his buying in 
his corn ; a3 by that time the new harvett 
of potatoes and bare is firppofed to be 
come in; and that the fale and delivery of 
the old corn to the export factor fhall end 
by the firit of Ofober. 

By which means all foreigners will know 
when to be fupplied without difappoimt- 
ment ; and alfo will prevent the harvett of 
the new year from being exported, till 
homeward occafions are fupplted. 

Now, for his further encouragement, 
and in aid of the two fhillings per barrels 
private profit on the felling out of his 
corn; I will fuppofe a premium of ohe 
hundred pounds tor each thoufand barrels 


of corn fo fold out for homeward confump- 


tion, and before the firft of Fuly ; if af- 
terwar 
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terwards, and within the threé months, 
being the time I mean to have limited for 
heexport trade ; that is, from the firit of 
July, to the firtt of Odober following ; 
he may then get the higheft price he can 
from the foreign trade, to entitle him to 
the hundred pounds pramium on the thou- 
{and barrels of corn, fold from his gra- 
naries for homeward confumption ; he 
fhall be obliged to make affidavit before 
the grand-jury of the county, where his 
granary is erected, as to the quantities of 
corn fo fold. 

Mr. /Veldon, next offers a fcheme for 
taxing of dogs, to the following effeét. 

On this plan, I will fuppofe each perfon 
keeping a pack of hounds, or a greyhound, 
to pay five pounds by the year ; and each 
hunt orclub eftablithed by fubfcription to 
pay ten pounds yearly : and each perfon 
keeping an Engli/h {paniel, pointer, or other 
dog likely to kill game, to pay one pound 
ten fhillings by the year. 

The tax arifing from thefe to be appro- 

riated to the difcharge of this premium on 

the thoufand barrels fo fold out, I may 
juftly fay for the relief of the poor; as the 
greateft rife on the confumer within the 
nine months, -can only be two fhillings per 
barrel on wheat, and fo in proportion in 
other corn. 

And gaere, im cafe this-tax fhould not 
be judged a fund fufficient to anfwer thefe 
premiums, if the owner of each cur-dog, 
or other dog whatever, except thofe who 
pay the larger tax, was to pay one fhilling 
per year: and all thofe taxes to be col- 
jected with the hearth-money tax ; the 
collector of the tax to receive fo much in 
the pound for his trouble in gathering 
them ; and all to be applied in aid of the 
premium on corn fo fold out for our home- 
ward confumption. 

But as a further encouragement to the 
farmer, and to tillage, I will fuppofe the 
owner of each granary obliged to give a 
yearly premium of fifty pounds, fuppofing 
him to fell from his granary five thoufand 
barrels cf corn ; and fo in proportion as 
he fhail fall fhort of this quantity. - 

I fay, this fifty pounds to be applied 
every year in premiums, as the farmers in 
each county where the granaries are kept 
shall beft deferve, by improvement and in- 
creafe in theirtillage: the application of 
this money to bereited on the judgment of 
the farmers fociety of that county. And 
where they are {o unhappy to want fo 
publick-fpirited and uietul a fet of gen- 
tlemen, that -then the application-of the 
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granary-money fhall remain in the grande 
jury of the county, either of whole re- 
ceipts fhall be a fufficient difcharge to the 
granary-man for having paid this premium 
to the moft meritorious farmers, to anfwer 
the ends [ have mentioned. 

In aid to this premium, and asa further 
encouragment to tillage, I will fuppofe the 
farmers focieties and their noble {pirit in 
fufcriptions to increafe ; and fhall alfo fup- 
pe and hope for the aid of the beneficed 
clergy. 

ow, in order to afcertain the amount 
of the publick premiums to be given by the 
year for the fale of the thoufand barrels of 
corn for homeward confumption, I will 
fuppofe but two granaries ereéted in the 
moft convenient parts of Ulfer (as the ° 
North is in a good meafure under the 
linen trade) four in Leinfter, three jn 
Munfler, and three in Connaught : Thefe 
make twelve in all, and each to be able 
to contain five thoufand barrels of corn. 

By which means, fixty thoufand har« 
rels of corn will at all times be fecured, 
for the ufe of the kingdom, at alow prices 
exclufive of what the farmers, who do 
not chufe to fell to the granary-men, may 
have in their haggards ; for they are not 
to be under any reftraint as to price or 
felling, except to the export trade, which 
I would have free only for fo many months 
till our tillage increafes, fo as to exceed 
our homeward demands. 

Then the premium of one hundred 
pounds upon the vhoufand barrels of corn, 
as I fchemed, will amount to the yearly 
fum of fix thoufand pounds ; a trifle this, 
when confidered to arife from a voluntary 
tax (as I have proved it to be) on the 
wealthy, to anfwer fo great ends, in the 
prefervation of our manufactures, and the 
aid of the poor. 

But here it may be obje&ted, that this 
fcheme may tend to an unfair lowering of 
the price of corn, with refpe& to the 
farmers of this kingdom, and of our lands 
in confequence : But let it be remembered, 
that I fuppofe the granary-man to lay in 
his corn atthe market-price then going, 
be it what it may, as the crop of that 
feafon fhall turn out. 

I freely own, it will effect in confe- 
quence (as corn may at all times be had 
from the granary-man at 2 moderate price) 
a few avaritious farmers, at the latter end 
of the year, whofe hard hearts fet their 
thirft wher gain, I had almoft faid, beyond 
the rules of juftice ; but fure Iam, I may 
fay, above the rules of humanity; - 
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mean fuch as keep up their corn, till hard 
neceflity compels the poor to fatisty their 
exorbitant demands, with what price they 
pleafe to affix on it. 

A reltraint on thofe, Iam fure, our pud- 
lick intereft calls for, though, by my 
{cheme, I do not put them under any as to 
their price, except, as to the export m 
point of time. 

The granary-man’s greateft profit on 
the corn fold out both by the pravziagn and 
the private profit, amounts to four fhil- 
lings per barrel in wheat, and fo in pro- 
portion in other com. 

Now fuppofe the farmer and he to fell 
on a par for the homeward confumption, 
at the latter end of the year, who will fay 
but each has a fulficient profit, for keeping 
their corn fo fhort a time as perhaps {1x or 
cight months, whereas in our prefent 
{ituation, the farmer having no tye on him, 
frequently fells his corn at four or five 
times this rife on the confumer, from what 
-its real value was fhortly after the harvett, 
when cruclly hoarded up to the latter part 
of the year ; and furely the farmer, on this 
fuppolition of the four fhillings profit, will 
be the greateft eainer, being free from any 
reitraint as to his felling price at any time : 
who has not funk any confiderable fum in 
erecting a publick granary, or who is not 
at any expence in the keeping fuch an un- 
dertaking on foot. 

Now with refpeét to the export advan- 
tage from the firit of Zuly to the firit of 
Odteber, both granary-man and farmer are 
on afoot, as they may each get what price 
they can for their corn on that trade, and 
the higher the better: but let the farmer 
ere I have done my appeal to him, well 
confider this that whilit he thinks himlelf 
happy in his high price for home con- 
fumption, and keeps up his corn on that 
plan; he {fo far affixes a tax on our trade, 
and all our manufactures, which mutt end 
in their ruin. 

I am well aware that it may be objected 
as a difficulty to find perfons able or wil- 
ling to undertake the erecting and carrying 
into execution thole granaries. 

Suppote therefore that the taxes I have 
mentioned, were to be let to run into a 
liquidating fund, properly appeinted and 
fecured, “till it would fo amount as to 
afford premivas fufficient to reimburte or 
encourage perfons willing to erect granaries 
able to contain the quantity of corn as 
heretofore mentioned ; and that afterwards 
it there fhould be an exceeding from thofe 
taxes as to the pramiams on the thouland 
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barrels fold out for homeward confumption, 
it fhould then be applied in premiums for 
the encouragement of tillage, in fuch 
counties, and their adjacent ones, as the 
granaries fhould be built in; this as one 
method : but as twelve thoufand pounds 
may perhaps be looked on as fufficient to 
erect the twelve county granaries, as I 
have mentioned, who that wifhes well to 
his country, would not join in the appli- 
cation of fo much from our publick trea- 
fure, or may we not even hope (from the 
humane and charitable difpofitions fo uni- 
verlally fewn all over this kingdom in our 
late diltrefles) to fee this objection, if not 
removed,‘ lightened by voluntary fubfcrip- 
tions, as the gctting into execution fome 
plan of this fort, feems to point out the 
moft probable means to prevent any future 
calamities. 

In order to give farther lights to thofe 
hints, I have hereunto annexed the fol- 
lowing calculation, and will fuppofe at a 
medium, each county in this kingdom to 
pay for ten gentlemen, who keep hounds, 
and ten more who keep greyhounds, which 


will yearly produce, 
if.

I will fuppofe that the twelve granaries 
will take two years before they can be 
compleatly ereSied and dried, fo as to re- 
ceive corn and preferve it, during which 
time the yearly tax of 5600 /, will amount 
to the fum of 112002. this will then fall 
fhort but 800 /. of the capital fumof 12000/, 
bemg a fuppoled fim neceflary for erecting 
the twelve granaries at 10004 each, and 
after the granaries are thus paid for, this 
fum of 5600 /. may go on yearly to fup- 
port the prawziums on the thoufand barrels 
of corn fold from the granary as before re- 
cited, wanting only the fum of 400 /: 
yearly. But let it be confidered, that I 
have not here fuppofed any calculation for 
thofe of my countrymen who would pay 
the tax of one fhilling yearly for their 
houte-degs and curs, rather than part with 
them; by which I am convinced a conti- 
derable fum would arife; and fhould it be 
objected that the quantity of corn, and 
alfo the granaries, by my computation 
would be too finall, double the plan, 
and every calculation will to its pro- 

portuuon 
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portion hold good ; and if enlarging them 
fhould be thought advifable, why fhould 
not fo material a benefit to this kingdom, 
be fupported as to the increafe on yearly 
premiums from the general funds, in the 
fame manner as the premiums for the land- 
carriage of corn is intended to be raifed.

Some Account of Sabbatei Levi, «ho pre- 
tended to be the Mefliah. By M. Vol- 
taire. 

URING the war of Camdia, there 
happened an affair among the Turks, 
that drew the attention of all Furope and 

Afia. A general rumour was {pread at that 

time, founded on empty. curtoiity, that the 

year 1666 was to be remarkable for fome 
great revolution. ‘The fource of this opi- 
nion was the myttic number of 666, found 
in the book of Revelation. Never. was the 
expeétation of the Antichrift fo general. 

On the other hand, the ews pretended 

that their Mefiab was to come this year, 
A Smyrna Few, named Sabbatei Levi, 

who was aman of fome learning, and fon 
of arich broker belonging to the Ezgli/b 
factory, made advantage of this general 
opinion, and fet up forthe Mejiab. He 
had a fluent tongue, and a graceful figure ; 
he affected modeity, recommended juitice, 

{poke like an oracle, and proclaimed, 

where-ever he came, that the times were 

fulfill’d. He travelled at firft into Greece 
and Italy. At Leghorw he ran away with 
agirl, and carried her to feru/alem, where 

he began to preach to his brethren. A 

difciple of his, named Nathan, offered to 

act the part of Elijab, whilit Sabbate: 

Levi played that of the Mefiah. They 

both reformed the Synagogue of Ferufa- 

lem. Nathan explained the prophecies, 
and demonttrated, that, at the expiration 
of the year, the fultan muft be dethroned, 

@xd Yerufalem become miftrels of the 

world, All the Fezvs of Syria were con- 

vinced. The fynagogue refounded with 
antient prophecies, ‘hey grounded them- 
felves on thefe words of I/aiah, Awake, 
awake, put on thy frength, O Zion 5 put on 
thy beautiful garments, O Jerufalem, the 
holy city, for henceforth there shail no more 
come into thee the uncircumcifed and the un- 
clean. All the Rabbies had the following 
pailage in their mouth, dud they jaall bring 
all your brethren for an offering unto the 

Lord, out of all nations, upon borfes, aid 

in chariots, and in litters, and upon miles, 

and upon fywift beafis, to my holy meuntac 
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cre In fhort, their hopes were 
ed by thefe and athoufand other paffages, 
which both women and children were for 
ever repeating. There was not a Few 
but prepared lodgings for fome of the 
then difperfed tribes. So ftrong was their 
perfuafion, that they left off trade every 
where, and held themfelves ready for the 
voyage to Ferujalem. 

Nathan choie twelve men at Damafcus, 
to prefide over the twelve tribes. Sabbatei- 
Levi went to fhew himfelf to his brethren 
at Smyrna; and Nathan wrote to him 
thus, King of Kings, Lord of Lords, when 
fall we be worthy to put ourfelves under 
the fhadow of your afs ? I proftrate myfelf 
to be trod under the fole of your feet. Sab- 
batei depofed fome doktors of the law at 
Smyrna, who did not acknowledge his 
authority, and eftablifhed others more 
tractable. One of his molt violent ene- 
mies, named Samuel Pennica, was pub- 
licly converted, and proclaimed him to 
be the fon of God. Sabbatet having 
prefented himfelf one day before the Cad; 
of Smyrna, with a multitude of his fol- 
lowers, they all declared they {aw a column 
of fire betwixt him and the Cadi. 

Some other miracles of this fort fet his 
divine miffion beyond all doubt. Numbers 
of ‘ews were impatient to lay their gold 
and their precious ities at his feet. 

The Bafhazww of Smyrna would have ar- 
refted him; but he fet out for Comffantino- 


ple with his moft zealous difciples. The 


Grand Vizir Achmet Cuprogli, who was 
getting ready for the fiege of Candia, gave 
orders for him to be feized on board the 
veflel that brought him to Conflantinople, 
and to be confined, The Yes eafily 
obtained admittance into the prifon for 
money, as is ufual in Turky ; they came 
and proftrated themfelves at his feet, and 
kifled his chains. He preached to them, 
exhorted them, and gave them his blefling, 
but never complained. The Jews of 
Conflantinople, believing that the coming 
of the Mefiah would cancel all debts, re- 
fufed to pay their creditors, The Englif 
merchants at Galata waited upon Sabba- 
tei in jail, and told him, that, as King 
of the Fezs he ought to command all his 
fubjeéts to pay theirdebts. Sabbatet wrote 
the following words to the perfons com- 
plained againft, Yo you who expe the 


fatvation of Jerufalem, &c. difcharge your 


lacuful debt; if you refufé it, you “frall 

not enter with us into cur joy, and into 

Cini @7717 ire. 
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Sabbatei, during his imprifonment, was 
continually viiited by his followers, who 
began to raife fome difturbances in Cox- 

frantinople. Atthattime the people were 

greatly diffatisfied with Mahomet IV. and 
it was apprehended that the $cwui/h pro- 
phecy might occafion fome difturbances, 
Under thefe circumftances, one would 
imagine, that fuch a fevere government as 
that of the Turks, would have put the 
perfon calling himfclf King of I/rael, to 
death; yet they only removed him to the 
caltle of the Dardanells. ‘The fees then 
cried out that it was not in the power of 
man to take away his life. 

His fame had reached even the moft 
diftant parts of Europe: At the Dardanells 
he received deputationsfrom the ews of Po- 
land, Germany, Leghorn, Venice, and Anifier- 
dam; they paid very dear for kiiling his fect; 
and probably thisis what preferved his lite, 
The diltributions of the holy Jand were 
made very quietly in the tower of the 
Dardanells. At length the fame of his 
miracles was fo great, that Sultan Ma/o- 
met had the curiofity to fee the man, and 
to examine him himtelf. The King of 
the Fews was brought to ihe Seragiio. 
The Sultan afked him in the Turkz/} Jan- 
guage, whether he was the Mefiah ? 
Sabbatei modeitly anfwercd, Fe was ; 
hut as he expreffed himfelf imcorrelly in 
this tongue ; You fpeak very til, faid 
Mahomet to him, for a Mefah, who ought 
to have the gift ef languages. Do you 
perform any miracles ? Sometimes, anfwers 
the other. Well then, faid the Suitan, 
let him he firipped flark naked; he will be 
nvery good mork for the arrows of my 
Jeo'gans: and tf te is invulnerable, we 
aill acknowledge him to be the Meffiah. 

Sabbate: flung hunfelf upon his knees, 
and confeffed it to be a miracle above his 
Rrength, It was propofed: to him imme- 
diately, either to be impaled, or to turn 
Muflelman, and go publicly to the Turkz/d 
moique. Hedid not boggle in the leatt, 
but embraced the Turki/h veligion directly. 
Then he preached, that he had been fent 
to fubititute the Turki/h to the Jewi/h re- 

jigion, purfuant to the ancient prophecies. 
Yet the ‘Yeas of diitant countries believed 
in hima longtime. ‘The affair however 
was not attended with blood -fhed, but it 
increafed the fhame and confufion of the 
Few) gation, 


A Letter by an Officer in the Parliament 
Army, to his Friend, on the taking of 
Shrewfbury. 

SIRK, 


S HOULD we not publith God's good- 
ne{s unto us, it would be an argument 
of high ingratitude, and render us to the 
world unworthy of fo great a mercy, for 
it hath pleafed God of his goodnefs, after 
a whole year’s travel, and three months 
{trong labour, by the care and induftry of 
our vigilant and aétive committee, to hand 
into the world a blefling, for which al] 
that are well affected unto the welfare of 
this church and kingdom, will rejoices 

Ou the 2rit of this Initant, by order of 
the comuuttee, there were drawn out of 
the garrifons of Wem, Morton, Corbet, 
and Stoke, 250 foot, and 250 horfe, from 
our good friend, Sir Willian Brereton, 
we were afhited with 250 foot, and 350 
horf, of the Staffordjbire forces, under 
the command of Col. Bower, all the foot 
being, by order from the committee, put 
under the command of Lieutenant-Col. 
Rinking, an able fol'ier ; who, for his 
difcreet managing this bufinefs, deferves 
much honour : Our horfe were command- 
ed by Col. Mitten. Things being thus 
ordered, we marched towards Shrewu/bury, 
which is a very ftrong town, well walled, 
and compafled about with a navigable 
river, in the fon of an horfe-thoe ; the 
neck of land, at the open of the horfe- 
fhoe, being not a bow’s fhot over, in 
which ftands (on the eaft-fide on the 
top of an high hill) a ftrong cattle, the 
river running directly along clofe under 
the fide of the hill; from the north-weft 
fide of the hill, there runs a ftrong wall, 
and a great ditch to the river on that fide; 
notwithitanding the ftrength of the place, 
we were not difcouraged, but marched on, 
and came to Shrewybury about three- 
o'clock on Saturday morning ; and now 
how to get over the work was both dan- 
gerous and dithcult, being ftrongly pali- 
fado'd and well fortified ; we therefore in 
a little boat, provided for the purpofe, 
conveyed eight carpenters up the river, 
and landed them within the enemy’ 
breaft work, under the caftle hill, on 


the eaft-fide ; where the centinels, after 
fome patie, gave fire upon them, but 
they foon fawed down fo many of the 
gave our men free paf- 
The firft that ftormed were forty 
alifmounted, with ther piftols,

and about as many firclocks, which were 
led on by one matter Hufon, a minifter, 
Captain Willers, and Lieutenant Benbow. 
After thefe followed fome other mufketeers, 
along Severz fide, under the cattle hill, 
and near Sir William O-wen’s houfe en- 
tered the town. After thefe marched 350 
foot more, under the comniand of Lieute- 
nant-Col. Rinking. ‘Thefe having gained 
the ftrects, part marched to the market- 
place, who, after fome exchange of thot, 
gained the main court of guard there, the 
reft marched to the caftle forward-gate, 
which, within one quarter of an hour, 
was gained, the gates opened, and the 
dvaw-bridge let down, at which our horfe, 
under the command of Col. Mitton, and 
Col. Bower, with the gentlemen of the 
committee, entered. It was now about 
break of day, the {crecks in the town were 
fuch ftrange kind of cock-crowing, as (I 
believe) you never heard the like ; being 
thus entered, the caftle, and a ftrong out- 
work at Frankville, held out ; but by 12 
o'clock the caftle was delivered, upon thele 
conditions, that the Exgli/b fhould march 
to Ludlow, but the Iri/b to be delivered 
up. The ftrong work at Frankqille was 
furrendered upon bare quarter ; and thus 
it plealed God, of his great goodnefs, to 
deliver fo ftrong an hold into our hands, 
with the lofs only of two common foldiers. 
We cannot be fufhiciently thankful ; for it 
isa place of great concernment ; and now 
many honelt people are delivered out of an 
Egyptian flavery. | 

For this brief account of our laft a&tion, 
I defire you to accept of ; as an earneft of

‘© Ou the day of this aétion, fo glori- 
ous to France, the prince of Soubife, who 
is as brave as ten thoufand Cefars, ordered 
us to get upon a hill, that we might rufh 
with more rapidity on thofle fool-hardy 
men ; and we fhould have cut them 
off without mercy ; but the prince took 
pity of that poor lad of aking: for had 
we killed a few of his men, he would have 
been fo deje&ted, that we fhould have loit 
the glory of beating him hereafter, when 
the party fhall be more equal. *€as 
dedis |! they were hardly enough for a 
breakfatt ; and it would have been fhame- 
ful for fuch brave fellows as we are, to fal] 
upon poor wretches, that were half-dead 
with fear. Therefore M. de Soubife or- 
dered us to retire a little bit,- to fee whe- 
ther thoie wights would be bold enough 
to follow us. Egad, they took it into 
their heads to do £0, and, truly, the 
rogues move nimbly : They had like to 
have fnapped us all by the back ; but faith 
it was very lucky for them that our arms 
got wet in fwimming acrofs the river, fo 
that we could no longer fire with them, 
when we had reached the othér fide of 
the fircain: otherwife we fhould then have 
curried their leather, for they were fo in- 
folent as to fire upon the king’s houthold 


troops, who were coming full gallop to 
cin us.

The following defcription of the antient 
ceremony of proclaiming Bartholomeav 
Fair, and the ftate of our Mayors, will 
entertain the curious. 

© Itis worthy of obfervation, that every 

ear upon St. Bartholomew's day, when 
ser fair is held, it isufual tor the mayor, 
attended by the 12 principal aldermen, to 
walk in a neighbouring field, drefled im 
his fcailet gown, and about his neck a 
golden chain, to which is hung a * golden 
fleece, and belides that particular orna- 
ment which diftinguifhes the moft noble. 
order of the garter, during the year of his 
maviltracy, he is obliged to live fo magni- 
ficently, that a forcigner or native, without 
any expence, t is tree, if he can find a 
chair empty, to dine at his table, where 
there is always the greateft plenty. When 
the mayor goes out of the precinéts of the 
city, a fceptre, a fword, and a cap are 
born before him, and he is followed by the 
principal aldermen, in fcarlet gowns, with 
cold chains, himfelf and they on horfe- 
back ; upon their arrival at a place ap- 
pointed for that purpofe, where a tent ts 
pitched, the mob begin to wyeftle before 
them, two ata time ; the conquerors re- 
ceive rewards from the magiftrates. After 
this is over, a parcel of jive rabbits are 
turned loofe among the crowd, which are 
purtucd by a number of boys, who en-- 
deavour to catch them, with all the noife 
they can make. While we were at this

Without the city are fome THEATRES, 
where Englifh actors repreient almoft every 
day tragedics and comedies to very nu- 
merous audiences; thefe are concluded 
with excellent mulic, variety of dances,

and the exceffive applaufe of thofe that 
are prefent. 

There is fill another place built in the 
form of a Theatre, which ferves for the 
baiting of bulls and bears, they are faitned 
behind, and then worried by great Exgli/h 
bull dogs ; but not without great riik to 
the dogs from the horns of the one, and 
the tecth of the other; andit fometimes 
happens that they are killed upon the {pot 5 
frefh ones are immediately fupplied in the 
places of thofe that are wounded ox tired. 
To the entertainment thefe other follow, 
that of whipping a blinded bear, which 
is performed by 5 or 6 men, ftanding cir- 
cularly, with whips, which they exercife 
upon him without any mercy, as he cannot 
elcape from them becaufe of his chain ; 
he defends himfelf with all his force and 
{kill, throwing down all who come within 
his reach, and are not active enough to 
get out of it, and tearing the whips out of 
their hands, and breaking them. At thefe 
fpectacles, and every where elie, the Eug- 
lifh are conftantly {moking tobacco, and 
in this manner ;_ they have pipes on pur- 
pofe, made of clay, into the further end 
of which they put the herb, fo dry that 
it may be rubbed into powder, and putting 
fire to it, they draw the fmoke into their 
mouths, which they puff out again through 
their noftrils, like funnels, along with it 
plenty of phlegm and defluxion from the 
head. In thefe Theatres, fruits, fuch as 
apples, pears, and nuts, according to the 
feafon, are carried about to be fold, as 
well as ale and wine. 

The firft excurfion our traveller makes 
from London, is to take the air down the 
river, in which, befides his vifit to Green- 
wich, given in our laft, he meets with 
nothing remarkable, but the fhip in which 
Sir Francis Drake went round the world, 
and Cuckold’s-Pornt. 

He then vifits the two Univerfities of 
Oxford and Cambridge, andthe palaces of 
Windjor and Hampton-Court, defcribing 
them all very particularly ; but this part of 
his journal will afford little or no enter- 
tainment to a modern Engli/h reader, ex- 
cept in the following accounts given e% 
peffant, of Theobald’s and Nonfuch. 

THEOBALD’s belonging to Lord Burle:gh 
the treafurer, in the gallery was painted 
the gencalogy of the Kings of England; 
from this place one goes into the garden, 
encompafled with a ditch full of water, 
large enough for one to have the pleafure 
of going in a boat, and rowing between the 
fhrubs ; here are a great variety of trees, 
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and plants, labyrinths made with a great 
deal of labour, a jet d°eau, with its bafon 
of white marble, and columns and pyra- 
mids of wood, and other materials up and 
down the gardens After fceing thele we 
were led by the gardener into the fummer- 
houte, in the lower part of which built {e- 
micircularly are the 12 Rovzan Emperors in 
white marble, and a table of Truck-ftone ; 
the upper part of it is fet round with 
ciiterns of lead, into which the water is 
convey’d thro’ pipes, fo that firfh may be 
kept inthem, and in Summer time they 
are very convenient for bathing : In another 
room for entertainmert, very near this, 
and joined ,to it by a little bridge, was a 
noble table of red marble. We were not 
admitted to fee the apartments of this pa- 
lace, there being no-body to fhew it, as 
the family was in town attending the fune- 
ral of their Lord *. 

NONsUCH, a royal retreat, in a plac 
formerly called Cuddington, a very healthfut 
lituation, chofen by K. Henry VIII, for 
his pleafure and retirement, and built'b 
him with an excefs of magnificence and 
elegance, even to oftentation ; one would 
imagine, every thing that architecture can 
perform, to have been employed in this 
one work: there are every where fo many 
ftatues, that feem to breathe fo many mi- 
racles of confuummate art, fo many charts 
that rival even the perfecting of Roman 
antiquity, that it may well claim and 
jultify its name of Nonefuch, being without 
an equal, as the poet fung. 


This which no equal has in art or fame, 
Britons defervedly to Nonefuch name. 


The palace itfelf is fo encompaffed with 
parks full of deer, delicious gardens, 
groves ornamented with trellis work, ca- 
binets of verdure, and walks fo embrown’d 
with trees, that it feems to be a place 
pitch’d upon by pleafure herfelf, to dwell 
in along with health. 

In the pleafure and artificial gardens 
are many columns and pyramids of mar- 
ble, two fountains that {pout water, one 
round the other, like a pyramid, upon 
which are put fmall birds that ftream 
water out of their bills: In the grove 
Diana is a very agrecable fountain, with 
Afa@on turned into a ftag, as he was

Sprinkled by the goddefs and the nymphs, 
with infcriptions. 

There 1s befides another pyramid of 
marble, full of concealed pipes, which 
{pout upon all who come within their 
reach. 

The modern reader may perhaps be 
pleaitd to fee the ancient knglif> manner 
of celebrating Harveft home, as well as 
the method then practifed of getting in 
their corn. 

As we were returning to our inn, we 
happened to meet fome country people ce- 
Iebrating their harveft-home ; their laft 
Joad of corn they crown Wwiti flowers, 
having befides an image richly drefled ; 
by which perhaps they would fignify 
Ceres, this they keep moving about, while 
anen and women, men and maid-fervants, 
aiding through the ftreets im the cart, 
fhout as loud as they can, till they arrive 
at the barn ; the farmers here do not bind 
up their corn in fheaves, as they do with 
gis, but direStiy as they have reaped or 
mowed it, put it into carts, and convey it 
anto their barns, 

He then ‘gives a bricf account of our 
government, climate, foil, &c. and fpeak- 
ing of the manners of the Englifh, he fays 
thus. 

The English ave ferious like the Germans, 
lovers of thew; liking to be followed 
where-ever they go by whole troops of 
fervants, who wear ther matters arms in 
Silver, taftened to their left arms; a ridi- 
cule they detrvediy lay under: They ex- 
cel in dancing and mulick, for they are 
active and lively, though of a thicker make 
than.the French; they cut their hair clofe 
on the middle of the head, letting it grow 
on either fide; they are good {ailors, and 
better pirates, cunning, treacherous, and 
-thievith ; above 300 are faid to be hanged 
annually at London; beheading with them 
is lets infamous than hanging; they give 
the wall as the place of honour ; hawking 
is the general {port of the gentry; they 
‘are more polite mn eating than the Fvench, 
‘devouring lefs bread, but more meat, 
which they roaft in perfection; they put 
a great deal of tugar in their drink ; their 
beds are covered with tapeltry, even thofe 
of farmers ; they are often moleited with 
the fcurvy, faid to have firft crept into 
England with the Norman conqueft ; their 
houtes are commonly of two flories, except 
in London, where they are of 3 and 4, 
though but feldam of 43 they are built of 
wood, thoie of the riciier fort with bricks ; 


their roofs are low, and where the owner 
has money, coyered with lead. 

| They are powerful im the field, fuccefs. 
ful againit their enemies, impatient of 
any thing like flavery ; vaftly fond of great 
noes that fill the ear, fuch as the firing of 
cannon, drums, and the ringing of bells, 
fo that it is common for a number of them, 
that have got a glafs in their heads, to go 
up into fome belfry, and ring the bells for 
hours together, for the fake of exercife. 
If they fee a foreigner, very well made, 
or particularly handfome, they will fay, it 
is a pity he is notan ENGLISHMAN. 

He then fets out for Dover, in order te 
leave England, deicribing Canterbury as 
he goes along, and giving the following 
extraordinary account of an accident that 
betel him and his fellow-travellers in their 
way from thence to Dover; which we 
infert, not only as the moft curious paflage 
in all our author’s itinerary, but as a ftriking 
{pecimen of German genius. 

‘In our way to Dover, which was 
rough, and dangerous enough, the fol- 
lowing accident happened to us: Our 
guide or poftilion, a youth, was before 
with two of our company, about the dif- 
tance of a mufket-fhot, we by not follow- 
ing quick enough, had loft fight of our 
friends ; we came afterwards to where 
the road divided, on the right it was 
down hill and marfhy ; on the left was a 
{mall hill ; whilft we ftopped here in doubt, 
and confulted which of the roads we fhould 
take, we faw all on a fudden, on our right 
hand, fome horfemen, their ftature, drefs, 
and hories, exaétly refembling thofe ot 
our friends; glad of having found 
them again, we determined to fet on after 
them, but it happened thro’ God’s mercy, 
that though we called to them, they did 
not anfwer us, but kept on down the 
marfhy road at fuch a rate, that their 
horfes feet ftruck fire at every ftretch, 
which made us with reafon begin to ful- 
peét they were thieves, having had warning 
of iuch, or rather that they were noctur- 
nal fpe&tres, who, as we were afterwards 
told, are frequently feen in thefe places 5 
there were likewife a jack-wa’-lanthorns, 
fo that we were quite feized with horror 
and amazement ! But fortunately for 





us, our guide foon after founded his horn, 
and we following the noife, turned down 
the left hand road, and arrived fafe to our 
companions, who when we hadafked them, 
if they had not feen the horfe-men who 
had gone by us, an{wored not a foul ; our

opinions, according to cuftom, were yari- 
ous upon this matter, but whatever the 
thing was, we were without doubt in 
imminent danger, from »which that we 
efcaped, the glory is to be afcribed to God 
alone.

and the unfpeakable affliction of the faid 
females; be it enacted, for the better hin- 
drance thereof in times to come, and for

In the lift of blanks are comprehended 
all the females in Great-Britain, within 
the ave prefcribed by this act, that are only 
Vou. Uf, 
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known by the general denomination of 
virtuous women, number one million. 

It is propofed, that the faid lottery fhall be 
carried on in the ufual methods; only-that 
whatfoever any man fhall draw, whether 
blank or prize, he fhall be obliged to keep 
the fame; whereby the public will be dif- 
charged of the heavy incumbrance of near 
a million and a half of virgins, and the 
births will probably be increafed to near a 
third of that number in the bills of the 
enfuing year. : 

And whereas the principal obje&tion 
againit all ftate-lotteries is the draining 
the poor of their money, and difcouraging 
of trade and induftsy ; be 1t provided, that 
in this prefent lottery, no man fhall be 
permitted to take a ticket who has not an 
eftate of at leaft one hundred pounds per 
annum, except it be idle or ufelefs perfons, 
who are expected to ferve their country this 
way, fince they do it in no other. 

To prevent any diiputes about fixing 
the value of the prizes, BEauTigs fhalt 
be fettled by a commitee of gentlemen of 
approved tafte, to be appoinred for that 
purpofe; the PRETTY and AGREEABLE 
fhall be rated by the number of their lowers; 
and the wiTs, by the number of their 
enemies. 

For the better encouragement of the 
men, and to take away the dreadful ap- 
prehenfions of cuckoldom, no women of 
a {candalous and lewd behaviour fhall be put 
into the lottery; but where the point is 
only a /ittle doubtful, it is hoped gentle. 
men will] not be fo unreafonable as to ex- 
pest the government fhould infure them, 
but judge favourably, and make themfelves 
eafy, as it is the part of wift mén and good 
fubjetts fo to do. 

And whereas certain ill affe&ted and 
feditious perfons, may go about to repre- 
fent this prefent act as an attempt to intro- 
duce arbitrary power, by putting a grievous 
yoke about the necks of his majetty’s fub- 
jects ; be it declared, that there is nothing 
in this act contrary to magna charta, the 
petition of right, or the ad of fettlement ; 
and that the liberties and rights of the 
people are fafe-and inviolate, no man bein 
compelled to take a ticket, but only ad- 
vifed and exhorted thereunto. 

No mzn fhall take above one, except 
peers, privy-counfellers, judges, and mem- 
bers of parliament, who arey allowed as 
far as three. | 

The tickets are all to be delivered gratis, 
and fpecial care to be taken, that no one fhall 
have more than is granted him by this act. 

223 Pro- 
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Provided, neverthelefs, that all fuch 
hufbands as have brought a contempt upon 
matrimony, by fuing publicly for a divorce, 
and proving themlelves cuckolds in open 
court, be elpecially and particularly ex- 
cluded trom the benefit of this act. 

And be it enaéied, that all and every 
woman or women, that have been, or 
fhall be, fo divorced, fhall continue to aét 
and do all fuch things as they might have 
done if no fuch judgment had been given 
againit them. 

And whereas many young women may 
pretend to be under dismal apprehentions 
of ***** e/g; to the great difcouragement 
and prejudice of the prefent lottery, be i 
declared, that the faid *****, efq; 1s ipfo 
fa&o an unfit perion, and remains excluded 
accordingly. ; 

The faid lottery is to be drawn on the 
firtt of May, 1758; and the doétors proc- 
tors, and other officers of the fpiritual court, 
to be appointed managers thereof. 

It is propofed that the fame fhall be re- 
2ewed once in every feven years.

leagues te the caftward, in the latitude of 


33.44. S. and afterwards a daily ac- 
count of the tranjactions of twenty-three 
of the people, who were miraculoufly 
faved on an uninhabited and barren rock 
or yland. 


Pril 23,1755, failed from the Downs. 
May 14, mace the ifland of Forz- 
wentura. Mey 21, got into Porte Prior 
Bay, and Having watered, weighed and 
fet fail the 26th, and after a pafiage of 7 
weeks, made the Cape land. 

Fly Sth, took our departure from La- 
guilas, and run caftward between the lati- 
iudes of 35 deg. 30 min. and 36 deg. 
fouth. 

July v-th, about one in the morning, 
the fhip firuck, and went to pieces immie- 
diately, fo that we had not time to iccure 
any thing for our prefervation. ‘The fir 
itroke awoke me, being then afleep in my 
cabin. made all the hafte I could to get 
upon.deck, where I found every thing in 
the moft terrifying condition imaginable 5

one crying out to God for mercy, as they 
were dafhed to and fro by the violence of 
the fea. I crawled over to the larboard 
fide of the quarter-deck, it then being the 
higheft part out of water. Ihere met with 
the captain, who faid little more than that 
we fhould all perith. Suddenly a fea came 
and feparated us, by which I was pretty 
much bruifed, and had the leffer bone of 
my left arm broken. I made a fhift to get 
upon the quarter, whereI remained fome 
time ; all the reft of the fhip being under 
water, and gone to pieces. Somebody 
then called, Lawd! upon which I looked 
about me, and faw fomething which 2p- 
peared very black, but I could not think 
it to be land, as it feemed fo low; but 
took it rather for the range of the fea on 
the other fide the breakers, and expected 
nothing but to perifh inftantly. The {ea 
prefently broke over me with great violence, 
and forced me from my hold, whereby I 
gota blow on my eye that quite ftunned 
me, and I lay fenfelefs till after day-light. 
Coming a little to, I tound I was faft on.a 
plank with a nail in my fhoulder, which I 
focn cleared myfelf of, and called out, as 
well as I could, with what little ftrength I 
had left. Iwas heard by fome of the peo- 
ple on the rocks, who could not well come 
to my affiftance, fo I crawled on thore as 
well as I could, being quite benumbed 
with cold, having been above fix lours in 
the wind and rain. When I got on the 
rocks I met with Mr. Yohn Cellet, our 
fecond mate, and five or fix people more, 
who had efcaped on fhore tome time before 
me. Prefently we heard that Mr. fones, 
chicf mate, with Mr. Pocvell, fifth mate, 
the carpenter, and feveral others, were 
alive and on fhore. We then gathered 
ourfelves all together, to fee who had been 
fo happy as to efcape fo fudden a death, 
and found only twenty-three left alive out 
of 270 fouls ; namely, 

Mr. Evan Foes, chief mate. Sohn 
Cullet, 2d ditto. Wiliam Webb, 3d ditto. 
Samuel Poel, sth ditto. Richard Tcpping, 
carpenter, Neal Bothzvell, quarter-mafter, 
Nathaniel Chifbola, ditto. Dantel Ladova, 
captain’s fteward, Yeary Sharp, furgeon’s 
fervant, Thomas Arnold, captain’s ditto. 
Robert Beazley, feaman, John King, ditto. 
Gilbert Chain, ditto. Ter. Mole, ditto, 
Fonas Rofenberry, ditto. Fobx Glafs, ditto. 
Heidrick Scantz, ditto. Yobn Yets, mid- 
fhipman, ‘fobn Macdowall, capt. fervant, 
Joba Lifer, amatrofs, Ralph Smith, ditto. 
Edward Dyfiy, ditto, And one — 
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Our firft care was to feek about for fome 
cloathing to cover us, in which we fuc- 
ceeded byond our expectation. Fire was 
the next neceflary article that offered itfelf 
to ourthoughts, being all in a manner be- 
numbed after being fo long expofed to 
the bleak winds and rain; but how to 
procure any, we were quite at a lofs. 
Some tried what might be done by rub- 
bing two fticks together, but without fuc- 
cefs. One of us happened to pick up a 
watch, wrapped in cotton; and upon 
farther fearch found a finall box, with two 
gun flints and a piece of a file in it. This 
was a joyful acquifition, tho” we were {till 
unprovided of tinder. Some little while 
after a cafk of gunpowder was difcovered, 
but one end being out, it was wet; 
yet part was dry towards the bottom, we 
oruifed a little, and laid it on a linen rag, 
and foon ftruck fire. In the afternoon a 
box of wax candles was brought in, and 
at the fame time a canteen cafe of French 
brandy, than both which nothing could be 
more welcome. We all thought it advi- 
feable to take a dram ; and for my own 
part I believe I drank near half a pint, 
without the leaft enlivening effect. We 
then fought for water, and found a butt in 
partfull. The bruifed and wounded men 
all cot round the fire, wiillt Mr. Collet and 
moftt of the reft were employed in making 
a tent to cover us who were not able to 
walk. Mr. Jones went among the rocks 
to try what he could difcover, and foon re- 
turned with fome pieces of falt pork in 
his hands. He likewife faw fome cafks of 
beer; water, and flour, but it was now too 
late to get them up over the rocks; and all 
that could be farther done was to inlarge 
our tent, which we were obliged to erect 
on the higheit part of the rocks, though 
cover’d with gannets dung, for fear of 
being overflowed. All the night we had 
fuch continued hard fquails, and rain, that 
we could get no reit, we were funk a foot 
deep in the fowls dung, and our fire was 
guite beat out by the wind and rain. 

Friday, July 18, the wind eafterly, with 
fqualls of rain, All thofe that were able 
went upon the rocks, in order to fave what 
provifions they could for our fubfiftence, 
during the ftay that providence fhould allot 
us in this barren place. They vilited the 
waterfide to look for thofe things which 
were feen the ay before ; but found the 
fea had ftove them all, except a calk of 
beer, and one of flour, which were got 
fately wp. Likewife fome butts of water 


were difcover'd, but ftrength was wanting 
to raife them, and the tide flowing up, put 
a {top to this day's work at the waterfide ; 
we therefore went to dinner all together 
upon broiled rafhers of pork ; but had no 
fooner fat down than every one began to 
lament his miferable condition, which, 
with the groans of the fick and wounded, 
deftitute of fkilful affiftance and medicines, 
was to me one of the mott affecting fcenes 
I ever was concerned in. However we 
had the good fortune to have the carpenter 


among us, who on his part promifedtd | ay 


endeavour the beft he could fome there« 
fore went immediately in fearch of tools, 
and others to mend the tent. 

Saturday, Fuly 19, wind wefterly, muf- 
tered all the ftrength we could to fecure 
the water we difcover'd yefterday, and got 
up four butts before dinner; and aftewards 
one cafk of flour and a hogfhead of bran- 
dy, with fome other necefiaries. In the 
mean time every body was very diligent in 
fearch of touls, but found none except a 
{craper. Found one of our little boats, 
very much damaged. At low water went 
on the rocks to gather limpits and mufcles, 
of which there is gieat plenty, tho’ they 
are very bad eatin 

Sunday 20, found myfelf by God's blef- 
fing much better, and able to walk out 5 
went with our people in fearch of more 
neceflaries, and had the good fortune to 
find two of Hadley’s fea-quadrants, which 
gave us freth fpirits. We alfo difcover'd a 
hamper, in which were files, fail-needles, 
gimblets, and an azimuth compafs card. 
We alfo found a cheft of treafure, a care 
penter’s adze, a chizel, three fword-blades, 
and two or three books of navigation; alh 
which contributed ftill more to enliven. us. 
But our_ next difcovery hada quite contrary 
effect ; a female corps, the body of poor 
Mrs. Collet, our fecond mate’s wife, who 
happened to be at fome diftance; Mr. 
Fones, ovr firft mate, in order to conceal 
fiom him a fight which he knew would 
moft fenfibly and perhaps fatally affect 


‘him, went to Mr. Collet, and under pre- 


tence of bufinefs, took him to the other 
fide of the rock, whilft I, and the other 
mate, withthe carpenter and three others, 
digzed a grave in the bird’s dung, and 
buried her, reading the burial fervice ovt of 
a French common-prayer book that v as 
drove on fhore from the wreck. Some 
days after we by degrees difclofed the mat- 
ter to Mr. Collet, which, however, he 
hardly could believe, till’ Mr. Jones gave 

Zzzz2z him 
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him her wedding ring, taken off her finger. 
After this Mr. Collet, who had ever a moft 
tender affection for his wife, {pent many 
days in raifing a@ monument over her, Ly 
piling up the {quareft ftones he could meee 
with, and throwing on the birds dung by 
way of cement. On the top he laid an elin 
plank, atid thereon with a chiflel cut her 
name, age, and the time of her death, with 
fome account of the unhappy catattrophe. 

At ten o'clock we al! aflembled in prayer 
and thankigiving to God for his gieat 
niercy towards us. Afterdinner we went 
to look out again, and gathered up mott 
of the King’s and the company’s packets, 
which Mr. Jones, Mr. Collet, and my- 
felf, confulted how to preferve in the fafett 
manher we could; and firft of all we 
went to our tent, and carefully dried them, 
that they might be in readinefs to be dif- 
patched according to their directions, the 
firft opportunity that fhould offer. ‘This 
day I provided myfelf with fome better 
cloathing. 

Monday 21, Wind wefterly, and wea- 
ther cloudy. This morning difcovered a 
butt of water, and a hogfhead of pork, 
and got them fafe up ; likewife fome tim- 
ber, plank, cordage, and canvas. Hend- 
rick Scantz (a Swede) told us he could do 
feveral things in the fmith’s way, and 
found a pair of bellows wafhed on the 
rocks, which he began to mend, and pro- 
mifed great things in regard to making 
tools. We perceived a great fmoke on the 
main, which gave us‘thoughts of going 
over as foon as the little boat could be got 
ready. This day our carpenter finifhed 
a faw. 

Tuafday 22, Wind the fame, with plea- 
faint weather. This morning found no lefs 
tuan five butts of water, two hogfheads of 
brandy, and half a hogfhead of vinegar ; 
but our chief look-out is for carpcnter’s 
tools. A fmallfaw made this day out of 
a {word blade. Our hurt people ave won- 
derfully recovered, confidering they have 
had nothing to drefs their wounds with. 

Wedinelday 23, Wind in the & W. 
quarter, with frequent hard fqualls and 
rain. Our people were employed in bring- 
ing up timber, plank, cordage, &c. The 
carpenter is vetting what few tools he has 
11 1e1dinels to begin the boat as foon as he 
1: able to fland, having an ugly wound in 
his foot ; and the {mith in building a tent, 
and making a forge. In the evening all 
hands employed in fecuring our tent frem 
blowing down, 
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Thurfday 25, Moderate breezes weft- 
erly, and fair weather. This morning to 
our great joy the carpenter and Nathaniel 
Chifholrh went to work upon the boat’s 
keel, and the fmith finithed his forge. 
Next care was to procure coals, which we 
did by burning fir, Overhaul’d our falt 
pork, and found fome of it very bad, 
therefore hung it up in the tent,to fmoke 
it. Agreed, our boat fhould be a floop, 
thirty feet keel, and twelve beam. 

Friday 26, ‘The carpenter hard at work. 
We have a moft diimal profpeét of dead 
bodies lying on all parts of the rocks, and 
no place to bury them. 7 

Saturday 26, The carpenter at work. 
The fmith began to work, and made him- 
{elf two hammers. This day fed on a 
{mall green, growing from a little feed, 
like a pepper corn, which the birds void, 
and it fhoots up from their dung. At firft 
coming there were many thouland of thefe 
birds, but they had now all left us. 

Sunday 27, This morning read prayers. 
The birds that had left the place when we 
firlt came, fettled in great flocks ; we 
knocked feveral down for dinner. They 
are very much like gannets, eat fifhy, and 
their flefh is very black. 

Monday 28, Fine pleafant weather. 
The {mith made the carpenter a hammer, 
and attempted to make an adze, but not 
fucceeding, refolved to try again. Qur 
people brought up timber and plank, and 
built a tent for working In, in rainy wea- 
ther, and another to keep our ftores in. 

_ Tuelday 29, Little wind eafterly, and 
fair weather. The carpenter employed on 
the ftern ; the fmith mending a kettle for 
boiling our victuals. In the evening we 
made a cattamaran, intending to try to 
catch fifh in dry weather, having a few 
hooks and lines drove afhore. 

Wednelday 30, Light breezes wefterly, 
and fair weather. The carpenter as before ; 
the {mith made two large gimblets. People 
as before. ‘The carpenter much cut of 
order. 

Thuriday 31, Strong gales foutherly, 
with frequent hard fqualis, which blew the 
carpenter’s tent down, and uncovered thie 
ftoretent. Our provifion this day was young 
feals or fea lions, which is very indifferent 
eating, and I am afraid not wholefome : 
five of the people taken fick. Carpenter 
{till out of order. . 

Friday Augufi 1, Wind foutherly, and 
fair weather. The carpenter much re- 
covered, and at wows; people employed in 
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bringing up plank and timber; finith mend- 
ing another kettle. Dug a well to try, but 


found no water. Went to an allowance of 
two ounces of bread a man per day. 

Saturday 2, Wind and weather as per 
day paft. Carpenter laid the blocks, keel, 
ftern and ftern-poit. Smith made the boits 
for the fcarf of the keel, &. This day 
killed a hog, having feven drove on fhore, 
which I forgot to mention in my firit day’s 
account. 

Sunday 3, Variable winds and fair wea- 
ther this morning. Read prayers. 

Monday 4, Wind welterly and fair wea - 
ther. Carpenter bolting the fcarf of the 
keel, fern, and ftern-poit. Smith making 
a maul and fome bolts. In the evening 
found a buit two thirds full of water, and 
got it up. 

Tuefday 5, Wind and weather as be- 
fore. Carpenter making moulds for the 
floor timbers. Smith making gimbiets, 
and trying atan adze. People employed 
in getting nails and {mall bolts out of the 
wreck. The pork we found upon the rocks 
is all expended ; the gannets all gone ; the 
feals alfo very fhy ; nothing to eat now but 
penguins, which is very rank food. 

Wednefday 6, Wind, &c. as before. 
People employed carrying neceffaries over 
to the carpenter, now {ecuring the ftern- 

oft. To-day the fmith finified an adze ; 
our do&tor’s fervant informed us he ferved 
his time to a comb-makxer, and could 
make a crofs-cut faw, therefore fet him to 
work upon a fword-blade. 

Thuriday 7. Winds wefterly with cloudy 
weather, and rain, Smith made an ax and 
an auger, Carpenter fixed a gun truck for 
a grind-ftone, by breaking fand and fhells 
into it. 

Friday 8, Strong gales of wind wefterly, 
and rain ; faved about three tons of water, 
the weather hindered the ca:penter from 
working. ‘To-day lived on young feals. 

Saturday g. Frefh gales wefterly, and 
cloudy weather. Seven of our people taken 
fick, and judged it owing to their eating 
hearty of the above-mentioned food. Car- 
penter employed on the floor timbers. 
Found a butt of water, and a hogfhead of 
brandy, which we got up immediately In 
the evening killed a hog. 

Sunday ro. Wind foutherly, and fair 
weather, Found a copper ftew-pan ; 
caught as many fifh with a pin-hook as 
ferved ten men for fupper. 

Monday 11, Wind variable, and cloudy 
weather. Four of the people recovered. 
Smith made caulking irons. Carpenter 
employed as before. People clearing a 
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grap nai that was wafhed on -fhore, and 
found a fluke broke off from an anchor. 

Tuefday 12, Frefh gales weiterly and 
fair weather. Carpenter employed as be- 
fore; people clearing of a-tow-line for 2 
boat’s cable. 

Wednefday 13, Wind wefterly and fair 
weather. The carpenter finithed the floor 
timbers, and began upon the futtocks. 
Smith made another axe, got up the ring 
and nut of one of the bower anchors, 
which came on fhore broke, which we 
mada an anvil of, and got up a barrel 
of pitch. 

Thurfday 14, Wind and weather as per 

day paft. The carpenter employed as be- 
fore ; fmith making pl a for the 
carpenter ; carried the fmall boat over to 
be mended, being refolved to go out, and 
try to catch fifh, altho’ there is a great bar 
to go over; ave greatly diftrefled tor want 
of provifions, having only a few pieces of 
falt pork, which we are obliged to keep for 
fea ftore, in cafe we are fo happy as to 
coimpleat our veflel, and get to fea. 
Friday 15. Light winds weiterly, and 
rain, ‘Ihe carpenter not being able to 
work in the weather, employed himfelt 
fharpening his tools, and making funnels. 
Smith made a grindftone out of a piece of 
rock, 

Saturday 16. Frefh gales eafterly, and 
fair weather. Saw a great fimoke upon 
the main, which raifes our fpirits, being 
in hopes of fuccefs, when we mended our 
little boat, as we intend going over to tr 
to land ; caught a great many {mall fifh a- 
mong the rocks. 

Sunday 17. Wind and weather as per 
day paft. The people went upon the rocks, 
and caught great plenty of {mall-fith with a 
p.n-hook, 

Monday 18, Light variable breezes and 
fair weather. Carpenter employed mend- 
ing the finall boat, and the fimith makin 
an adze ; two men went out on the catta- 
maran, and in about three hours caught 
14 fine large fifh, which greatly rejoiced 
us, being in hopes of great fuccefs when 
the wea:her continues fair. Cleared ano- 
ther {mall two-line for a cable; faw a 
large finoke upon the main, and made ano- 
ther cattamaran. 

Tuefday 19. Moderate breezes north- 
erly. Being fine weather, our late fuccefs 
in fifhing encouraged us to venture again ; 
in the morning two men went out on the 
cattamaran, and caught plenty ; therefore 
in the afternoon four more went out, two 
on each cattamaran ; one returned in a- 
bout two hours wth 3fh enough for al! our 
{ip- 
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fuppers ; about four in the evening Mr. 
Collett and Yetts, who was on the other 
cattamaran, weighed and endeavoured to 
come in again, but the wind frefhened up 
to the wettward, by reafon of which they 
could not gain a head, and we foen per- 
ceived they drove out very faft, which 
made us very uneafy, not knowing how 
to affit them ; however, endeavoured to 
fend out the other cattamaran with killicks 
and ropes, that they might ride till it mo- 
sisted ; but the furf overfet her three or 
tour times, and wafhed the people off, who 
were obliged to fwim back again; in the 
mean time the carpenter fent us word he 
could make the little boat tight enoush with 
one hand to bail, and accordingly difpatch- 
ed her ina quarter of an hour. Notwith- 
ftanding the danger in going over the 
rar, fhe foon overtook the cattamaran, and 
took the two people off, and fet her a- 
drift, and with much difficulty brought 
them fafe on fhore, fhe bemg almoft full of 
water; nevertheleis intend trying again to- 
morrew, if the weather proves fair. 

Wedn flay 20, Frefh breezes northerly, 
and cloudy weather: which prevents our 
going a fifhing. arpenter employed 
mending the {mall boat: people carrying 
plank, &c. over to the carpenter: killed 
fone gannets for dinner, having nothing 
eile to eat. 

Thurfday 
final! boat. 

Friday 22, The men went with a little 
boat, and caught plenty of fifth; but in 
coming in over the bar, the fut overtet 
the boat, and fet the boat a fwimming. 
‘The men foon Janded upen another rock, 
to the northward! ; brought the people over, 
who faid they had perceived fome fires on 
the fhore from the rock. 

Saturday 23, Four men went on the 
great Cattamaran, and returned with 30 
fifh; fent the fmall cattamaran over to 
look at fome cafks the men informed us 
they had feen yelterday ; and to our great 
joy, one proved a hogfhead of brandy, 
the other of pork ; the Jatter much da- 
maged. Smith employed in making fifh- 
hooks, and mending a pot to make falt in, 
of which we are in great want. 

Sunday 24, Tis day it was agreed, 
that four men fhould go and try to land 
upon the main the firft opportunity. 

Monday 25, Three men went a fifhing, 
and caught 33 fith ; fetched the pork from 
the other fide. We made about a pound 
and a half of falt, but it was too copperifh 
for ule; and fome that tafted it were af- 

feSted by it as if they had taken poifon, 


21, Carpefiter finifhed the 
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Tuefday 26, Three men caught 4g 


fifh. Carpenter employed on the flooy 

timbers. 

‘ Wednefday 27. Three men caught 27 
th. 


Thurfday 28, In the morning Mr. Col. 
Jet and two men fet out for the ina u, but 
the day did not prove fo good as it promi- 
fed, and they were obliged to return. 

Friday 29, People employed in clearing 
a fail to cover a tent we intend building 
on the other fide, being nigh the boat. 
Still trying to make falt, but meet with no 
fucce(s. 

Saturday 30, Wind weftetly ; two men 
went a fifhing and caught 20 fith. 

Sunday 31, Wind S. cloudy weather. 

Monjay dept. 1, Strong wefterly winds 
and rain, which hinders us a day’s work. 

Tueiday 2, Iwo men went a fithing, 
and caught only three fifh. 

Wednetiay 3, Lhe firft part light airs 
eaft-rly. This morning Neal Bothwell and 
two more fet out for the main ; four men 
brought in three large fharks, and a dog- 
filh. An ugly accident happened this day 
to our carpenter, who cut hisleg with an 
adze, and with much difficulty ftopt the 
blood. In the n:ght made a large Sve on 
the higheft part of the rock, as a fignal to 
the boat. 

Thurfday 4, Strong gales wefterly ; fo 
do not expect the boat. In the night blew 
very hard, and broke our large cattama- 
ran adrift, and fo we loft her. 

Friday 5, Moftly little wind eafterly, 
and fair weather. Began to make another 
cattamaran, big enough to carry 8 or 10 
men. 

Saturday 6, Light airs eafterly. Juft as 
we were going to dinner, two people came 
running over the rocks, crying out, Te 
boat ! the boat! which rejoiced us much, 
being in great hopes of fucce!s : but were 
extremely furprifed to fee only one man 
rowing with both oars, therefore imagined 
the other two were detained ; but prefently 
afterwards another got up and took an oar, 
whom we imagined to have laid himfelt 
down, being taint and overpowered with 
the heat of the fun. In about an hour's 
time only Rofenberry and Taylor came in, 
who, as foon as they ftepped out of the 
boat, fell on their knees, and returned God 
thanks for their fife return to this. difmal 
place. They were very much fatigued with 
heat and rowing, having no water nor pro- 
vifions ; we helped them over to the tent, 
and drefled fome fith for them : we did not 
chufe to afk them any queftions, as they 


appeared to want flcep very much, po 
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they awoke, they gave us the following 
account, viz. About three o'clock the 

got round a point to the eaftward about fix 
Jeagues, where we were in hopes there was 
an harbour from making a little double 
point ; but it did not prove fo; they found 
a large furf all along fhore. About five 
o'clock they pulled in for the fhore, which 
proved fatal to poor Bothwell ; for as foon 
as they got into the furf the boat overfet, 
and they were all driven from it by the 
furf, and poor Bothwell was drowned. 
The other two got on fhore with hardly 
any life ; having loft all their provifions, 
except a fmall keg of brandy. The firlt 
thing they did was to feek after the boat, 
to cover them in the night; but when they 
found her, they were too weak to get her 
up. Darknefs foon coming on, they were 
obliged to lie upon the fand under a tree 
all night. ‘They faw no inhabitants the 
firft day, except one, when rowing along 
fhore. As foon as day-light appeared, 
they went to look for the boat, and found 
the furf had moved her from where fhe 
was before. They walked along the beach 
till they found her, and at the fame time 
they faw a man, and advanced towards 
him, upon which he ran into the woods, 
ewhich were very thick there. Afterwards 


Ahey found the body of Bothwell dragged 


a long way up the fand, and torn to pieces 
by fome wild beatt ; this terrified them ex- 
ceedingly, expecting to fhare the fame fate, 
fo they endeavoured to return, but the wind 
blowing irefh wefterly, they could not : be- 
fides the boat overiet with them again, and 
drove on fhore along with them. Soon af- 
ter they were got fafe on land, they met 
with a fruit, much like an apple, which 
they gathered and eat ; then they whelin’d 
the buat over them, to fleep under, and 
fhelte: them from the fun and wild beatts, 
fome of which they {aw in the night, as 
hey chanced to look out, which, by their 
lefeription, we take to have been jackals, 
ather than tygers, as they thought them. 
‘n the morning they faw a man’s feet, and 
got from under the boat. ‘The man ran 
ip to two more men 2nd a boy ; they all 
made figns for our people to go away, 
which they endeavoured to do, but could 
anove but flowly. The natives then ran 
‘down upon them with their launces. Ro- 
kenberry impiudently ran up to them with 
the boat's mait, and a piftol, which were 
wafhed on fhore, in hopes of frighting 
them ; but he was miftaken, for they im- 
mediately furrounded them, whetting their 


Jaunces ; at which Rofenberry ran into 
the water, and Taylor fell on his knees, 
and cried out pitifully. However, they 
pulled off his fhoes and fhirt, and wanted 
his trowfers ; but he made fome refiftance, 
and begged of them, as well as he could 
by his geftures, not to ftrip him ; where- 
upon they defifted. They then made figns 
for Rofenberry to come to them, which 
he fcrupled to do; making figns to them 
that they would kill hm. They then 
pointed to Taylor, fignifying, that they 
had not killed him. _ Upon this, he firlt 
threw the piftol and trowfers, and every 
thing but his fhirt to them, and then ven- 
tured himfelf in their hands. They did 
not hurt him, but held the boat’s maft and 
piitol to him, to fhew him his folly in an- 
tempting to fright them. They sppeanty 
much pleafed with the cloaths, and fhared 
them among one another. ‘Then they took 
every bit of rope out of the boat, and the 
pintle of the rudder, and endeavoured to 
break the boat's ftern to pieces for what 
little iron was init ; but our people both 
cried and begged of them not to do at, up- 
on which they left off. Then they made 
figns to the natives that they wanted fome- 
thing to eat. They gave them a parcel of 
roots, and waved their hands for them to 
be gone, but the wind being ftrong welt- 
erly, they could not put off; which the 
natives being very fenfible of, covered them 
with the boat to fleep under, and left them. 
(Thele natives are Hottentots.) The next 
morning, being fine weather, and the wind 
eafterly, they launched the boat, and re- 
turned to the rock again. ‘This morning 
the {mall cattamaran went out, and caught 
12 fifh. In the evening the boat went out 
and caught a few more. This morning 
we obferved the fun to be eclipfed from 
eight o'clock till eleven, 3 gths being 
obicured. In the evening killed a hog. 

Sunday 7, Fieth gales wefterly. 

Monday 8, Light variable breezees. 
Smith making a handle fora cutlafs, and 
fome launces to defend ourfelves upon oc- 
cafion. To-day had great fuccefs in fifh- 
ing, caught 75 large fifh. 

Tuefday 9, Strong gales foutherly. On 
a part of the rock which had been over- 
looked, we found deal boards, and feveral 
pieces of rufty decayed iron, as tackle- 
hooks, bolts and a ftiuncheon; whence 
we conjeétured that fome otlier unfortu- 
nate poor fouls had been wrecked on thefe 
rocks before us; and that this iron was 
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burnt out of the remnants of their veffel, 
which they had made ufe of for fire wood. 

Wednefday 9, Saved two butts cf water, 
our fmoke tent blew down. Smih em- 
ployed in making nails for the boat's bot- 
tom. Built the finoke tent again, 

— Thurfday U, Frefh gales eafterly with 
fair weather. Carpenter finifhed the timbers. 

Friday 12, Light aus foutherly. ‘Too 
great a bar to goa fifhing. 

Saturday 13, To-day caught 24 fith. 
Found two grapnails waflied on fhore en- 
tangled in a hawfer, 

Sunday 14, ‘The great cattamaran went 
over to fetch the brandy, and the boat 
brought in 24 fifh. 

Menday 15, The boat brought in 24 
fih. People carrying round cordage and 
clearing of it. 

Tuefday 16, Light airs and calms. Tie 
boat brought 12 fifh. 

Wednefday 17, Shiited the cook-tent to 
the other fide, and got all our neceffaries to 
the tent. It being very {mooth water, Mr. 
Fones wentround the rock to look for the 
fhip’s bottom, but found nothing of it. 
Brought 30 fith with him; in the evening 
brought in 25 more fifh, and the cattama- 
ran went over again for the brandy, and 
returned with a hogfhead. 

Thur {tay 18, People employed in carry- 
ing a hawier for a cable. 

Friday 1g, Two men went out in the 
boat, but caught no fith. 

Saturday 20, People employed in open- 
Ars the kiln and making another. In tke 
evening killed a hog. 

Sunday 21, Freth breezes of wind and 
fair weather. 

Monday 22, Saved two tons and a half 
of water. 

Tuefday 23, Two went in the boat and 
caught 12 fifh. 

Wednefday 24. The boat brought m 
#2 Ahh. 

Thurfday 25, The boat brought in 
$ fith. 

Friday 26, This day caught 43 fifh. 

Saturday 27, Caught only three fith. 

Sunday 28, It was difeavered that the 
treafure-cheft had been broke open, and 
two thirds of it taken-out and concealed. 
Every body denied knowing any thing of 
it. Mr. ‘fones, Collet, and myfelf, con- 
fulted about a proper method to bring it 
to light ; and agreed to write down tlie forin 
ef an oath, and admini(ter it {eparately to 
every one ; Mr. ‘Senes to begin fir. But 


vt was objeéted to, by a great majority ;- 


fo the matter sefted for this time. 





Fournal of the Proccedings 


Sunday Oc’. 5, Nothing matcrial happened 
for 6 days pait, but this day found a fowl- 
ing-piece, the barrel of it much bent ; the 
carpenter ftraitned it, and fhot fome {mall 
birds with it. 

Thurfiay 9, Nothing material happened 
for 3 days pait, but the birds fettled on the 
hill ; killed 60 of them. 

Friday 10, The turds fill continued 
fitting, therefore we refolved not to difturb 
them any more, as we were in great hopes 


they came to lay their eggs. 


Saturday 11, The boat went out fifhing, 
and returned with 18 fith. 

Sundry 12, The people caught a great 
many fifh with a pin-hook, 

Monday 13, Endeavouring to make an 
oven to bake our bread for fea-fiore ; 
knocked down feveral birds for their livers, 
being the beft part for eating. 

Tuefday 14, Went over to the other 
rocks and got 70 gulls eggs, 

Wednefday 35, Carpenter thinning plank 
for the bottom: in the atternoon the 
fmoke-tent took fire, and one end was 
burnt down to the ground before we couid 
put it out. 

Thurfday 16, Two men went a fifhing 
and caught enough for diner. 

Friday 17, Freth gales eaiterly, with 
hazy weather. People employed as before. 

Sunday 19. Light airs 2nd calms in the 
firit part. Mr. Collet, myfelf, and two 
or three more, went over to the other rocks 
on the catamaran ; the boat went out and 
caught 26 fifh. Inthe evening two more 
came over and got fome fhagseggs. At 
the fame time began to blow frefh, and 
broke our catamaran loofe and drove her 
on the back fide of the rocks; fo that 
four of us were forced to remain all night 
among the feals on the rocks. As it blew 
too hard for the boat to carry any more 
than two people, we were obliged to, reft 
contented without any provifion or thing 
to cover us. 

Monday 20, At noon the boat came 
over for us and brought two at a time. 

Tuejday 21, Nothing material. 

Thurfday 24, Tried our oven, whieh 
we find does very well. Not a fortnight’s 
bread left at the fmall allowance we were 
then at, befides what we kept for fea-ftore 5 
therefore feared we had got three months 
to live longer without any bread, the bet- 
ter half of our food, and greatly mified. 

Fridey 24, The boat went to egg-ifland 
and got 40 gulls eggs, and we got 40 
nore upon our ifland. People employed 
in getting the boat’s rigging ready. 


Saturday 
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Saturday 25, The boat went out a 
fifhing, and returned with enough for 2 
days ; got 60 gull’s eggs from egg-ifland. 

Sunday 26, ‘len of the people went to 
put the cattamaran afloat, which they did ; 
but it blows too freth to bring her over. 

Monday 27, Nothing material. 

Tuefday 28, Ditto. 

Wednejday 29, Raifed the birds and got 
fix eggs, which convinces us they are come 
to lay ; fo no fear of ftarving in the laying 
feafon, many thoulands being (fettled. 
Three men went over and brought the cat- 
tamaran. Set fire to fome pieces of the 
wreck to get the iron out for the ballaft, and 
for the fmith to work upon, 

Thurfday 30, ‘The boat caught nine fith 
and brought in 30 gulls eggs. : 

Friday 41, The boat went out three 
times and brought 13 fifh in all. 

Saturday, November 1, 1755, Freth 
gales weiterly with rain, which we have 
been praying for fome time, having only 
two butts befides the fea-ftore. 

Sunday 2, Moderate breezes, fome rain. 
Since yelterday faved a butt of water. 
got ninety feven eggs. 

Friday 14, For the paft 10 days got 

plenty of eggs, fifh, and enlarged the long 
boat-fails, three men went into the boat 
and rowed along fhore two hours ; but 
feeing no inhabitants, returned again. 
' Saturday 15, Freth gales eatterly and 
fair weather. Carpenter employed in ma- 
king the beams ; people in bringing over 
plank and picking oakham. 

Sunday 16, Got 1600 eggs. Difcovered 
a little {alt upon the rocks, and upon fearch- 
ing farther found about a pound. 

Monday 17, Got 86 gull’s eggs. Fi- 
nifhed the main fail. 

Tucfday 18, At low water began to clear 
2 channel to get the boat thro’ when ready 
to be launched. 

W-dnefday 19, People clearing the chan- 
ne] at low water, and drawing off yarn. 

Thurjdcy 20, Caught 17 fith and a fhark. 
Got 12 firkins of eggs. Saw a large 
fmoke upon the main oppofite to us, but 
a little way inthe country. 

Friday 21, In the night had fome rain ; 
turned out and faved fome water. Car- 
penter fitting ledges. Smith’making nails. 
People getting wood for the kiln. 60 gulls 
eggs from egg iland. 

Saturday 22, Moderate breezes. Caught 
24. fith, one of which was large enough to 
ferve us all. A 

. Sunday 23, Got fome gull’s eggs, and 
Qilled fome thags. 

Monday 24, People picking oukham.

Tuefday 25, Caught 46 fith. Our good 
fuccels this day was owing to our changin 
our bait, by hunting the birds till they 
vomit up what fith they have taken, which 
is moftiy fcuttle fifh ; and this we find igs 
excellent to charge hooks with. 

Wednefday 26. Got 12 firkins of eggs, 
Smith making nails. 

Thurjday 27, Carpenter began laying 
the deck.

His MAJESTY’s moft gracious SPEECH 
to both Houjes of Parliament, on Thurt- 
day, the frff Day of December, 1757. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 


T would have given me the greateft 

‘pleafure to have acquainted ‘you at the 
opening of this fefjon, that our fuccefs in 
carrying-on the war had been equal to the 
juftice of our caufe, and the extent and 
vigour of the meafures formed for that 
purpofe. | 
- [have the firmeft confidence, that the 
fpirit and bravery of this nation, fo re- 
nowned in all times, and which have for- 
merly furmounted fo many difficulties, are 
not to be abated by fome «difappointments. 
Thefe, I truft, by the blefling of God, 
and your zeal and ardour for my honour, 
and ‘the welfare of your country, may be 
retrieved. It is my fixt refolution to ap- 
ply my utmoft efforts for the fecurity of 
my kingdoms, and for the recovery and 
protestion of the poffeflions and mghts of 


my crown and fubjects in America, and 
eliewhere ; as well by the ttrongeft exer- 
tion of our naval force, as by all other 
methads. Another great objet, which I 
have. at heart, is the prefervation of the 
proteftant religion, and the liberties of 
Europe ; and, in that view, to adhere to, 
and encourage my allies. 

For this caufe I thall decline no incon- 
veniencies ; and, in this caufe, I earneftly 
defire your hearty concurrence, and vi- 
gorous affiftance. The late fignal fuccefs 
in Germany has given a happy turn to 
affairs, whichit isancumbent upon us te 
improve ; and in this critical conjunéture, 
the eyes of all Europe are upon you. In 
particular, I muft recommend it ‘to you, 
that my good Brother and Ally, the 
King of Prujia, may be fupported in fuch 
a manner, as his magnanimity and a€tive 
zeal for the common caufe deferve. 


Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, ° 


It gives me the utmoft concern, that 
the large fupplies, which you have 


already granted for carrying on the war, 


have not produced all the good effeéts we 
had reafon to hope for. But I have fo 
great a reliance on your wifdom, as not 
to doubt of your perfeverance. I on! 

defire fuch fupplies as fhall be neceffary 
for the public fervice ; and, to that end, 
have ordered the proper eftimates to be 
laid before you. You may depend upon 
it, that the beft and molt faithful ceco- 
nomy fhall be ufed. 


My Lords and Gentlemen. 


I have had fuch ample experience of 
the loyalty and good affections of my 
faithful fubjects towards me, my family, 
and government, in all circumftances, 
that I am confident they are not to be 
fhaken. ButI cannot avoid taking no- 
tice of that fpirit of diforder, which has 
fhewn itfelf amongit the common people, 
in fome parts of the kingdom. Let me 
recommend to you to do your part in 
difcouraging and fuppreffing fuch abufes, 
and for maintaining the laws, and lawful 
authority. If any thing fhould be found 
wanting, to explain or enforce what may 
have been mifunderftood or mifteprefent- 
ed, I am perfuaded it wili not efcape your 
attention. 

Nothing can be fo conducive to the de- 
fence'of all that is dear to us, as well as 
for reducing our enemies to reafon, as 
union and harmony amongft ourfelves.

U R Jaft aceeunt of Foreign Tranf- 

aétions elofed with advices relating 

to the preparations the Savedes were 
making to become mafters of Stettin in Pome- 
yania; fince which they have mace very little 
progrefs: and all that we have of late Jearn’d 
concerning them is, that about the 2oth ult, 
they began filling up the harbour of Sqw/inne= 
munde, throwing in not only a great number 
of large @ones and cafks full of fand, but, in 
order to render the entrance abfolutely im- 
practicable, they have funk in it 15 or 16 
Pomeranian vefiels, which they found means 
to make themfelves mafters of. They have 
alfo confifeated all the goods carried thither 
by Dutch or neutral fhips, on the account of 
the merchants of Stetris, and fuffered no goods 
to be carried away, but fuch as belonged to 
the fubject of Holland. We vo not learn that 
they have quitted their camp of Ferdinandf- 
bof, and, therefore, we fhal! quit them, and 
haften to fcenes of a more active nature.

‘* The enemy had repaffed the Sa/a, and 
burnt down the bridges at Wezffenfels, Merfe- 
beurg, and Halle; but they were foon re- 
paired, and the whole army having paffed the 
river through thefe three towns, joined again 
the 3d of Nowembcr in the evening over-againft 
tht enemy. 

‘* The King was going te engage them on 
the 4th, but deferred it, and the whole day 
was fpent in a cannonade, to which our ca- 
valry, being .moft advanced, were expofed, 
and by which the French killed them nine 
men, 

On the sth intelligence was brought at ithe 
o’clock in the morning, that the enemy were 
every where in motion. We heard the drums 
beating the march the whole morning ; and we 
could very plainly perceive, from our camp, 
that their whole infantry, which had drawn 
nearer upon the rifing grounds over againf us, 
was filing off towards their right. No cer- 
tain judgment, however, could. yet be formed 
of the enemy’s real defign ; and as they were 
in want of bread, it was thought probable 
that they intended to repafs the Unffrut: but 
it was foon perceived that their feveral mo- 
tiens were contradi€tory to each other, At 
the fame time that fome of their infantry 
was filing off towards their right, a large bo- 
dy of cavalry marched towards their left, di- 
reCting its march all along to the r fing grounds, 
with which our whole camp, which lay in the 
bottom between the villages of Redercwy and 
Refeach, was furrounded, within the reach of 
Jarge cannon, Soon after, that .cavalry was 
feen to halt, and afterwards to fall back to 
the right. Some of this corps remained, 
however, whilft the reft were marching back. 
About-two in the afternoon our doubts were 
cleared up; and it plainly appeared that the 
enemy intended to attack us; and that their 
difpofitions were made witha view to /urround 
us, and to open the aétion by attacking us im 
the rear. In cafe we had been defeated, the 
corps pofted over againtt Bedcrow was to have 
fallen upon our routed troops and tc have pre- 
vented their retiring to Merfeburg, the only 
retreat which would them have been lest

C6 UT e Wwiajefty had determined to make the 
attack with one wing only; and the difpott- 
tion of the enemy made it neceffary that it 
fnould be the lett wing ‘The vervinftant the 
battic Weds Lung to begin, his M. jetty order dl 
the General, who commanded the right wing, 
+o decline it, totake a proper pofition in cou- 
fequence thereof, and, above all, to prevent 
our being furrounded. All the cavalry of our 
right wing, except two or three fquadrons, 
had already marched to the left, which was 
doneat full gallop, and being arrived at the 
piece affigned them, they formed over againit 
that of the enemy. Our cavalry moved on 
iinmediately ; the enemies advanced to mect 
them, and the charge was very fierce, feveral 
regiments of the F’rereh coming on with great 
refolution. The advantage, however, was 
entirely on our fide, The enemy’s cavalry 
heing route’, were purfued for a confiderable 
time with the greateft fpirit: but having af- 
terwards reached an eminence, which gave 
them an opportunity of rallying, our cavalry 
fell upon them afrefh, and gave them fo tho- 
rough a defeat, that they betook themfelves 
to flight in the utmoft diforder, ‘This hap- 
_ pened at four in the afternoon. Whilft the 
cavalry charged, our infantry opened them- 
felves. The enemy cannonaded them very 
brifky during this interval, and did fome exe- 
cution, but our artillery was not behind hand 
with them. This cannonading having conti- 
nued on both fides a full quarter of an hour, 
without the leaft intermiffion, the fire of the 
infantry began. The enemy could not ftand 
it, nor refift the valour of our foot, who gal- 
lantly marched up to their batteries. Thefe 
batteries were carried one after the other, and 
the enemy forced to give way, which they did 
in great confufion. As the left wing ad- 
vanced, the right changed its pofition ; and 
having foon met with a fmall rifing ground, 
they availed themfelves of it, by planting 16 
pieces of heavy artilleryonit. The fire from 
thence was partly pointed at the cnemy’s 
right, to increafe the diforder there, and took 
their left wing in front, which was exceffive- 
ly galled thereby. At five the victory was 
decided, the cannon ceafed, and the enemy 
fled on all fides. They were purfued as long 
as there was any light to diftinguifh them by ; 
and it may be faid, that night alone was the 
prefervation of this army which was fo formi- 
dable in the morning, ‘They took the bene- 
fitof the darknefs to hurry on to Frybourg, 
and there to repafs the Unfirut, which they did 
on the morning of the 6th, after a whole 
night's march. The King fet out early in 
the morning to purfue them with all his ca- 
valry, fupported by four battalions of grena- 
diers, the whole infantry following them in 
two columns- The enemy had paffed the 
Unflrut at Frybourg, when we arrived on its 
banks ; and as they had burnt the bridge, it 

Vor. Il, 
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became neceffary to make another; which, 
bowever, was foon dene. ‘The cavalry pafled 
frit, but could not come up with the enemy 
till five in the evening, upon the hills of 
Kckerilerg. Tt was too late to force them 
there; and the King therefore thought proper 
to canton his army in the neareft villages, and 
to be fatisfied with the fuccefs our huffars had 
in taking near 300 baggage waggons, and 
every thinginthem. This, fo glorious a vic- 
tory, muft be more agreeable to his Majeity 
than any one he has ever gained, as jt was at 
the price of fo little blood, our whole lofs net 
exceeding 500 killed and wounded. Amo 
the former is Gen Meineke. His Royal High- 
nefs Prince Henry and Gen. Zcidlitz are both 
flightly shetigdiaks 

** Uf weconfider the difpofition of both ar- 
mies, as tothe numbers, it muft be acknow- 
ledged that the hand of heaven has been on 
our fide. The enemy boafted that they were 
70,000 ftrong. | belicve they were not quite fo 
many: But fromthe groundwhich they cover'd, 
it may be inferred, that they were not lefs 
than 50,000 fighting men. After the King 
had got together at Leipavg all the feveral 
corps of his army, he had 33 battalions and 
4.3 quadrons, leaving a garrifon of five batta- 
lions at Leipzig. He marched with the reft 
to Lutzen, and having crofied the Sala at 
Wetffenfels, Merfeburg and Halle, and left a 
battalion in each of thofe three places, the 
whole army, which joined after this paffage on 
the 3d of Nowember, over again the enemy, 
confifted only of 25 battalions and 44 fqua~ 
drons. During the battle, the regiment of 
Winterfield covered the baggage ; fo that the 
whole weight of the a€tion fell upon the ca- 
valry, and 23 battalions drawn up ia two 
lines ; and even of this infantry, there were 
but 6 battalions that had recouife to the fire 
of their mufketry, viz. four battalions of 
grenadiers, and the regiment of O/d Brunf- 
wick, which did wonders. That regiment 
loft its Colonel, with about 100 men killed 
and wounded. 

** The lofs of the enemy cannot yet be afcer 
tained. Itis fuppofed that thcy lett yo0o men 
upon the field of battle. The prifoners ex- 
ceed 4000 men, and there is amongft them a 
great number of officers and Generals. We 
took so pieces of cannon, and a great many 
ftandards and colours, We have this day ta- 
ken four more pieces of large cannon, and 4 
or 500 prifoners. 


Extra& of a Letter from an Officer in the Army 
of the Empire, dated from Erturth, No- 
vember 7. 1757- 


** At one in the morning of the 3oth paft, 
we left our quarters at SgcfJan, and received 
orders to repair toWeiffenfes. The regiment 
of Vgr:i/ marched thro’ the city, and over the 
bridge, and was cantoned at Petra ; two regi- 
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ments, vic. thofe of Naf. 
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tw and eux-Ponts, and 
Ravarta, With two cempanies 
renadiers remained et Wcujen- 

** On the g1ft, at five inthe morning, the 
Prufficrs come and attacked the city: Upon 
this the whole army was ordered to 
but Prince Hidden wghaul 2s cuerters being at 
half aleague’s @ifiance trom the city, Prince 
George of ddricfedt comtyanded in his ab- 
fence, and teok every poliible methad to make 
refiftance ; but it was too late: They were 
obliged to retire, and that noble bridge, 
hac cc f@ above roc,oooc crowns, was burnt to 
fecu:e our retreat. The Pruff an artillery 
madea terrible fire, whilft the two regiments 
were paling the bridve. The regiment ot 
Devx-Ponts |: tt four efheers and 100 private 
mea upon this occaficn ; the contains ALacke- 
rede and Vares, with two heutenants, were 
among the former. The lots of Rechman’s 
regiment amounted to z7co men, of whom 6 
were officers, The whole arm» continued be- 
fore the town, and the Felt-Marthal in his 
quarters at Bugerau. Inthe night 300 of the 
Wurtzdoirgh woperial regiment were detached 
tothe place where the bridge had been, in order 
to obferve the enemy. 

** During the whole night a noife was heard 
in the city, occafioned by the frokes of mal- 
Iets; but it was not difcuvered till break of 
day, that two houfes had been turned into 
batteries. As they were not yet finifhed, we 
eafily difmounted them, with our 6 pieces of 
cannon which were fent thither, and killed 
them four foldiers and one workman, 

“ The r1ft of Nowember, the fire from the 
artillery continued on both fidestill 10 o clock, 
when we began to march towards Merfihcurg ; 
‘the baggage having: gone before as far as ( am- 
burg, we were forced to lie on the ground 
without either wood cr ftraw. In the mean 
while the Frew were reinforced with 20 bat- 
talions and 18 iguadrous, commanded by the 
Duke de Breglio. 

* The 3d of Mevember, we put ourfelves 
in a pofturg to wait the enemy 3 at one in the 
afternoon we retreated a league towards Iiy- 
dcurg, where we halted; at five we were 
drawn up in order of battle; and thus we ad- 

vanced flowly towards the ener nv all night. 
We.were potted ina wood on the nght, where 
we covered ourielves by filling trees 5 and 
batteries were placed by the Frerch onthe two 
eminencies at each ena of the wood. 

* Onthe gth we were in prefence of tie 
enemy, and cannonaded eech other. ‘J he 
encmy’s Cavalry advanced, but were repulfed 
by ours, and fuftained the fire of our artillery 
The enenvy’s infantry then moved forwards in 
three columns, but were alfo repulfed. 

“ On the gth the cannonading began very 
early in the morning on both f:des. The lett 
Wing cs Le enemy extemded as far as Leger, 
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and their nighr to Scfoer2 3 and our army was 
polted in ee wood at Wanercda At 
our anmey, as well as the French, had orders 
io form the line of battle, and to march out 
of the secede: Pate which we had made 
We advanced towards the enemy, keeping a 
little, however, to the left. The chemy tnade 
a feintof retiring, on which we redoubied onr 
pace, bu* we foun foun whatkind of retreat 
they were making. In order to deceive us 
the more eftectually, they had fent fume 
fquadrons towards Merf lures but the reft of 
ther army was drawn up behind an eminence 
which concealed them from us. It mu be 
contefled, that we fell completely into the 
fnare, 

‘© The fir? line of the French and our ca- 
valry continued advancing ; when allon a 
fudden our mght wing received'a terrible fire 
from the enemy, w hich we returned brifkly, 
but as we had been obliged to advance in fome 
hurry, our ranks were a little difordered, 
which made the enemy’s fire fall the more 
heavily upon us. Our c sagiene? | fled the firft 
upon a full gallop, but our artillery fupported 
us fome time longer; at laft the French fled 
likewife 3; and being then no longer able to 
refist the enemy, the rout became general. 
We have loft all our baggage and-artillery, and 
at Jeaft 10,000 men. 

** We marched the whole night, and 
pafling the river at AL ate arrived at Ec- 
kerfberg at fix inthe morning. At two in the 
atternvon the Felt-Marfhal- and Prince Gees ge 
joined us, They had hardly fet down to din- 
ner, but we perceived the enemy at our heels, 
who cannonaded us brifkly ; and as our army 
had not got together, nothing was left for us 
but to retreat. 

** Having again marched ail night, we ar- 
rived at laft at Erfurth, where we now are in 
want of every thing, tho’ weare rather bet- 
ter off than before. It is now eight days 
fince our men have had bread; they have 
lived upon turnips and rad:fhes, which they 
dug out of the earth.”

and on the 72th of the fame month it was ta- 
ken, 2fver a general aflault had been given the 
Gay betore, in which the garrifon behaved in- 
comparably well 3 and the Goveruor only ca~ 
pitulated at noon the next cay, behind the 
entrenchments he had made upon the great 
market place. 

General Nadaffi hawing left a fufficient gar- 
rifon at Schwoerduirz, marched the 16th of 
November with his army, in order to juin the 
Dike of Lorrain and Marfhal Daun, in the 
neighbourhood of Breflau ; which having ac- 
complifhed, it was refolved by thefe officers 
tu attack the Prince of Bewern in his entrench- 
ments, who was advantageoufly pofted under 
the cannon of Breflau ; atcordingly the .dx- 
firians began. the attack on the 22d; the 
particulars of which are related in the Lon- 
don-Gazette to the following effect.
